A LABOUR MP has 
defended spending £10,000 
of taxpayers’ money 
redecorating his second 
home before selling it for 
a £30,000 profit. 

Erith and Thamesmead member 
John Austin is one of the latest 
politicians to be caught up in the 
Daily Telegraph’s expenses claims 
expose, but denies any wrongdoing. 

The newspaper reported that 
Mr Austin bought a new flat after 
selling his old one, claiming a fur¬ 
ther £10,000 in stamp duty and 
charges, as well as £15,000 on a 
bathroom, kitchen, carpets and 
appliances for the new home. 

It added that the 64-year-old was

the perfect example of an MP who 
profited by “flipping” his expenses 
claims to a new second home. 

However, Mr Austin - who lists 
his main home as a house in 
Belvedere - said he believed all of 
his claims were “within both the 
rules and the spirit of the regula¬ 
tions, and considerably below any 
guideline figures”. 

He added: “I did move from my 
original London flat in 2006, fol¬ 
lowing a series of problems with 
the accommodation and a protract¬ 
ed dispute with the freeholder. 

“As the move was for a valid rea¬ 
son I thought it appropriate for 
costs associated with the move to 


be claimed from the allowance, 
and I sought and received 
approval from the House of 
Commons authorities in advance.” 

The Telegraph also claimed Mr 
Austin had increased his mort¬ 
gage - the interest of which is paid 
from the public purse - to fund 
work on his new flat. 

However, Mr Austin described 
the accusation as “completely 
untrue” and said that at no time did 
he increase his mortgage for reno¬ 
vations or for any other purpose. 

He said he was considering legal 
action against the Telegraph over 
the allegations. 

Mr Austin is one of four Kent 
Parliamentarians to have been 
featured in the Daily Telegraph’s

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KCC announces figures early to promote transparency 


Expenses released 
in show of openness

COUNTY councillors in Kent 
claimed more than £1.7 million in 
allowances and expenses last year, 
according to new figures. 

As shocking revelations over MPs expenses 
continue to disrupt Westminster, Kent 
County Council released the stats early in a 
show of “openness and transparency” ahead 
of next month’s county council elections. 

The figures do not reveal any penchants for 
moats or swimming pools, but they do show 
the councillors prefer to claim mileage for 
their cars rather than using public transport. 

KCC’s 84 members claimed £143,949 in 
mileage allowances and £11,457 in fares, 
which could include taxis if councillors prove 
that getting public transport was impractical. 

Allowances are set by the Member 
Remuneration Panel, which is independent of 
the council, and all councillors receive a basic 
of £12,000 a year to perform their duties. 

Councillors receive an additional allowance 
for any special responsibility, such as being a 
cabinet member or committee chairman. 

KCC’s leader Paul Carter received the 
most - £56,450 - which includes £41,000 



for special responsibilities and £3,449 for 
travel expenses. 

The Labour leader at the council, Mike 
Eddy, claimed £38,744. He got £20,499 for his 
committee work and a further £6,164 on trav¬ 
el, although Dr Eddy, who lives in Deal, lives 
a distance from County Hall in Maidstone. 

Trudy Dean, leader of the Lib Dems, 



claimed only £12,156 but does not have any 
special responsibilities listed. 

A spokesman for the authority said: “The 
figures have been released early in a spirit of 
openness and transparency as there is an 
election coming up on June 4.”

lengthy series on expense claims, 
which has led to a highly publi¬ 
cised system shake-up. 

Earlier this month, Medway 
MP Bob Marshall-Andrews came 
under fire for spending thou¬ 
sands on luxury items and redec¬ 
orating at his Rochester flat, 
while Sittingboume and Shep- 
pey representative Derek Wyatt 
was targeted in a tongue-in- 
cheek article for claiming money 
back on mini pork pies and 
Scotch eggs. 

Sevenoaks Tory MP Michael 
Fallon has also come under the 
spotlight for claiming £8,300 too 
much in mortgage expenses for his 


second home in 2004. Mr Fallon 
was out of the countiy this week, 
but a statement on his website 
said the claim was made in error 
and fully corrected at the time. 

It said: “The main claims 
were routine costs properly 
authorised from the second 
homes allowance. 

“I have strictly followed Fees 
Office advice throughout.” 

The expenses expose has led to 
a number of high-profile victims 
in Parliament, the most notable 
of which was Speaker Michael 
Martin who resigned on Tuesday. 

Mr Austin said he agreed the 
expenses system for MPs was in 
need of a complete overhaul. 


He said: “The present 
allowance system is flawed and 
can be subject to abuse. 

“I have consistently argued 
that the senior salaries review 
body, or some similar independ¬ 
ent body, should determine MPs’ 
pay and the whole range of 
allowances. 

“I do, therefore, welcome the 
Prime Minister’s statement that 
we need a new system that 
takes it out of the hands of MPs 
entirely.” 

Permanent changes to the cur¬ 
rent system are due to be made 
upon publication of an independ¬ 
ent review in the autumn, but 
until then there will be a £1,250- 


a-month cap on mortgage inter¬ 
est and rent payments. 

There will also be a ban on flip¬ 
ping second homes and on claim¬ 
ing for furniture, cleaning and 
stamp duty. 

Mr Austin is retiring at the 
next general election and his suc¬ 
cessor candidate was named last 
weekend as Teresa Pearce. 

However, the selection process 
was previously thrown into dis¬ 
array when a seal on one of the 
ballot boxes was broken and the 
count was called off. 

Mr Austin has since accused 
national Labour party officials of 
“hijacking” the selection for his 
successor.

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County’s beaches 
‘recommended’ 
among UK’s best 

KENT has bucked the national trend in the 
Good Beach Guide with a total of 21 beaches 
achieving the ‘recommended’ rating. 

This rating is above the European Union 
water cleanliness standard and means swim¬ 
ming, surfing or paddling is totally safe. 

A further five achieved a ‘basic pass’, while 
just one, Sandgate, failed. 

Those on the recommended list include 
Ramsgate Main Sands, Joss Bay, Botany Bay, 
Walpole Bay, St Mildred’s Bay and Minnis Bay. 

Nationally the figures showed a marked 
decrease from last year’s figures with just 340 
of the 777 surveyed being classed as recom¬ 
mended. Experts are blaming the poor show¬ 
ing on last summer’s heavy rainfall causing 
excessive discharge from sewerage and storm 
flow systems. 

Thomas Bell, the Marine Conservation 
Society’s coastal pollution officer, is convinced 
that sewerage and storm overflow systems 
need to be updated urgently. 

Discharge 

He said: “MCS is now recommending 25 per 
cent fewer beaches than three years ago and 
we’re becoming concerned the existing infra¬ 
structure for handling storm pollution may not 
be up to the job. 

“There are 22,000 combined sewer overflows 
around the country and 500 near beaches. They 
are supposed to cope with a flooding emergency. 

‘We suspect there is a design fault, however, 
and the seasonal population increase com¬ 
bined with steady rain fills the sewers beyond 
their tipping point. We believe that some 
places are suffering from excessive discharge 
from these overflows.” 

He called on the Environment Agency 
and water companies to find the cause of the 
pollution. 

One possibility is that run-off from farm¬ 
land, such as fertiliser, slurry and cattle or 
sheep faeces, is contaminating rivers. 

Mr Bell added: “It’s almost a lucky dip for 
bathers. If it’s tipping with rain you take your 
chances in the water but if it’s a long, hot, dry 
summer water quality will improve.” 

Man’s shed load 
of trouble over 
allotment thefts 

A 25-YEAR-OLD man has been charged with 
burglary following nine shed break-ins at a 
Maidstone allotment. 

Aaron Crampton, of Sheals Court, Old Tovil 
Road, Maidstone, was charged with one 
count of burglary dwelling, which took place 
on March 10 at the allotments in Upper 
Fant Road. 

He asked for eight similar offences to be 
taken into consideration when he appears at 
Maidstone magistrates on June 5. 

He has been released on bail.

Hoffman blockbuster 
tests director’s nerves

BAFTA-winning film director Joel 
Hopkins admits three “awful” 
movies he created in Kent helped 
set him on the road to Hollywood. 

The 38-year-old, whose second release Last 
Chance Harvey hits cinema screens next 
month, studied at Canterbury Christ Church 
University in the early 1990s and looks back 
on his time there with fond memories. 

Speaking to Kent on Sunday this week, 
Hopkins said his time in the county helped 
him get to where he is today - and that’s 
working with the likes of movie megastars 
Dustin Hoffman and Emma Thompson. 

He said: “I had a great time at Christ 
Church and it played a very important part 
in my career. I made three films that were 
awful and pretentious, but at least I got 
them out of my system. 

“The best thing about the university was 
that it wasn’t a pressure-cooker environ¬ 
ment. You could try different things and not 
be fearful of people laughing at you - and 
when you’re just starting out that’s healthy. 

“There were also such a weird mix of stu¬ 
dents doing everything from sport science to 
art, English and film and I met so many dif¬ 
ferent characters. 

“For me to get out of London and away 
from my clique was really good for me, and it 
was all a learning curve. 

“The only disappointing thing for me was 
that a new Pizza Express opened the day I 
left and I was crying out for one of them 
when I was there/’ 

Hopkins, who also studied at New York 
University’s Tisch School of the Arts 
after leaving Kent, released his first film 
Jump Tomorrow in 2001. 

Despite only reaching a small audience, 
the romantic comedy received strong 
reviews and earned Hopkins the award 
for most promising newcomer at that 
year’s Baftas. 


Driver has a lot 
to ‘wine’ about 

RETIRED bank manager Peter 
Wilkinson, 64, was advised by his GP to 
drink a glass of red wine last thing at 
night for medical reasons. 

Wilkinson, from Hawkinge, near 
Folkestone, suffers from a liver complaint 
after he suffered a pulminory embolism.

Mr Wilkinson admitted drink driving 
and was banned for 18 months, fined £350 
and ordered to pay £15 victim surcharge. 

Magistrates knocked £1 off the £35 
costs to pay for the extra postage.

The judges’ confidence in his abilities 
appears to be warranted, as Last Chance 
Harvey has received critical acclaim despite 
Hopkins admitting he was at first intimidat¬ 
ed by his A-list cast. 

Critics 

He said: “I can’t pretend I wasn’t over¬ 
awed, but the great thing about film-making 
is that you have very little time to worry 
about things like that. 

“During the run-up to shooting I kept won¬ 
dering what I was going to say to actors of 
the calibre of Dustin Hoffman and Emma 


Thompson, but once I got down to the nuts 
and bolts I just forgot about who they were. 

“It’s amazing how quickly you lose that 
star-struck feeling when you’re busy, but 
every now and then I’d look at them through 
a camera, remember who they were and fall 
spiralling back into insecurity.” 

Last Chance Harvey tells the tale of a mid¬ 
dle-aged American (Hoffman) who visits 
London and unexpectedly falls in love with 
an Englishwoman (Thompson). 

Apart from keeping his fingers crossed 
that the film will be as popular with cinema- 
goers as it is with the critics, Hopkins said 
he was reading a number of scripts with 
hopes of directing his first movie that was 
not also written by him. 

He also said he was “very interested” in 
returning to Kent to shoot a future project. 

Hopkins said: “One moment you’ll be in an 
incredibly rural area in Kent, but then you’ll 
turn a comer and remember you’re not actu¬ 
ally that far away from London. 

“I found the county a very interesting 
place and I’d love to come back and film 
something here one day.”

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Staff shortages hit care 
of vulnerable children 


Long wait for vital sup p ort highlighted in report

CHILDREN in care can be made 
to wait up to 18 months before 
receiving mental health support 
from social workers. 

That is one of the findings in a report of 
the county’s Independent Reviewing Officer 
(IRO) service, which chairs and monitors 
the reviews of all looked-after’ children. 

The paper - which covers the period from 
January 1 to December 31 last year - also 
reveals that not all youngsters in care have 
an allocated social worker due to staff 
shortages, sickness and “pressure of child 
protection work”. 

Members of Kent County Council’s chil¬ 
dren’s champion board received the report 
at their meeting on Wednesday. 

Vulnerable 


Kent Labour leader, Cllr Mike Eddy, said 
it showed the Conservatives were letting 
down the county’s vulnerable children. 

He said: “Time and again we’ve seen that 
the welfare of children in need is not a pri¬ 
ority for the Conservatives. 

“Social workers are overstretched and 
under pressure, children don’t get the men¬ 
tal health support they need and the coun¬ 
ty council skimps on support to the review¬ 
ing officers who monitor the council’s 
actions. 

“You’d think KCC was short of cash, and 
yet the Conservatives obviously think 
they can still afford to waste money on a TV 


station, image consultants and sky-high 
salaries for a select few.” 

According to the report, in about 35 per 
cent of cases review officers do not receive 
care plans for the child in question until the 
day of the review and even then they are 
often incomplete. 

In some instances officers also do not 
receive sufficient information for them to 
make decisions about a child’s future. 

However, the report also points out that 
the issues are raised “within the context of 
generally high performance” by children’s 
social services at KCC. 

Cabinet member for children and fami¬ 
lies, Cllr Leyland Ridings, said it was 
important problem areas were identified. 

He said: “If there’s something we need to 
do then we will get on and do it, so practice 
issues should be pointed out. There’s no 
point concentrating on all the good things. 

“I disagree that we are neglecting Kent’s 
children in care. We employ 15 full-time 
IROs who collectively chair just under 
4,000 reviews each year. 

“Out of those, other staff have had to 
chair just 33 and they were still subject to 
a further review by the group manager. 

“Ninety-five per cent of those were com¬ 
pleted on time, compared to a national 
average of 89 per cent.” 

Cllr Ridings added that investment in 
new technology as well as an extra £1 mil¬ 
lion being pumped into children’s social 
services this year would lead to further 
improvements. 

Changes implemented following Lord 
Laming’s inquiry into the Baby Peter scan¬ 
dal should also have a positive effect on 
next year’s report. 


Cllr Ridings said: “I would hope to see a 
regime of continuous improvement. 

“There is no way we can get everything right 
all of the time but we have to make sure we 
look after the safety of these young people and 
I don’t think that will be a problem.”

“Golfer wise, we have a fantastic field of 
European talent like John Daly. 

“It should be really good.” 

Also taking part in the Pro-Am will be 
Sidcup’s Steve Backley, the club president 
and top javelin star who took two silver and 
a bronze medal at three separate Olympics.

RARE wild plants that can be 
found in the Kent countryside are 
featured on a new set of Royal 
Mail stamps. 

And a limited edition first day cover of the 
10-stamp collection, which shows intricately 
drawn examples of endangered flowers and 
foliage, is available with proceeds going to 
the Kent Wildlife Trust. 

Royal Mail said the set has been produced 
to highlight the threat to our native flora and 
feature 10 of the 450 species of endangered 
wild plants currently facing national extinc¬ 
tion due a loss of habitat and the growing use 
of herbicides. 

One of the plants that can be found in the 
county is the Deptford Pink (Dian thus arme- 
ria) and the largest colony of the species can be 
found in Famingham Woods, near Sevenoaks. 

Ray Lewis, a spokesman for the Kent 
Wildlife Trust, said: “This exquisite plant - 
similar to its garden relative, Sweet William 
- is rare and declining faster than almost 
any other British plant. 

“Once widespread, by 1970 it was reduced 
to 34 known sites and this figure was down 
to 15 sites by 1998.” 

He said the disappearance of the Deptford 
Pink was due to loss of pasture and the 
destruction of hedgerows. 

The remaining colonies are mainly in the 
South East and it can also be seen at the 
trust’s nature reserve at Sandwich and 
Pegwell Bay. 

Dwarf Milkwort (Polygala amarella), 
which is also known as Kentish Milkwort, is 
the other plant to feature on the stamps that 
can be found in the county. 

Mr Lewis said: “This perennial herb is 
found in widely separated centres of distri¬ 
bution - the chalk grasslands of the North 
Downs in Kent and the limestone grasslands

of Yorkshire, but has declined in recent years, 
particularly in Kent. 

“It is said to have qualities that will 
increase the milk yield in both cattle and 
nursing mothers and herbalists have used it 
in the past to treat respiratory ailments.” 

Conservation 

Royal Mail said that in 1986, there was a 
large population of more than 300 milkwort 
plants at the edge of Blackbush Shaw, near 
Cudham, Bromley, but there have been no 
recorded plants there since 1998 because of 
the use herbicides at the site. 

The set is also accompanied by a special 


four-stamp ‘miniature sheet’, which cele¬ 
brates the 250th anniversary of the Royal 
Botanic Gardens at Kew. 

A spokeswoman for Royal Mail said: “For 
the plants stamps we worked closely with 
experts from conservation groups, the Royal 
Botanic Gardens and the Natural History 
Museum to select the 10 endangered plants, 
which despite their threatened status, do 
represent a degree of recent conservation 
success.” 

A limited number of the first day cover edi¬ 
tions in aid of Kent Wildlife Trust have been 
signed by BBC South East presenter Kaddy 
Lee-Preston. 


It has been created by award-winning 
designer Cathy Buckingham at Folkestone- 
based Buckingham Covers. 

Other plants to feature in the collection 
include round-headed leek, lady’s slipper 
orchid and floating water plantain.

MEMBERS of the Gurkha Justice 
Campaign have bowed out in a 
blaze of glory after securing a 
momentous victory for the brave 
Nepalese soldiers. 

Organiser Peter Carroll told Kent on 
Sunday the Government’s decision to allow all 
retired Gurkhas to live in the UK was “mis¬ 
sion accomplished” and signalled the end of 
their highly-successful campaign. 

Mr Carroll - the Lib Dem Parliamentary 
candidate for Maidstone and the Weald - cele¬ 
brated with Joanna Lumley and more than 
100 former soldiers following Home Secretary 
Jacqui Smith’s announcement on Thursday. 

He said: “Downing Street laid on a garden 
party for us and the moment I saw that image 
of the Prime Minister shaking hands with so 
many grateful Gurkhas, I knew we had won. 

“I must have knocked on that famous black 
door seven or eight times to hand over peti¬ 
tions or war medals, but I was let inside for the 
first time on Thursday and it was unreal. 

‘You could see the joy in the eyes and on the 
faces of these loyal soldiers and it was a day I’ll 
never forget. The campaign is finally over - job 
done, mission accomplished.” 

The foundations of the Gurkha Justice 
Campaign were laid in 2004 when Mr Carroll, 
also a Shepway councillor, was approached by 
four veterans facing deportation. Back then no 
former Gurkhas had a legal right to live in the 
UK, but within three years the Government 
had introduced a new policy that allowed 
those who retired after 1997 to settle here. 

This still left older veterans out in the cold 
until this week’s announcement, which many 
have put down to the determination of 
Lumley, Mr Carroll and the campaign. 

Mr Carroll said: “When you consider that 


this all started with me looking at four 
Gurkha soldiers in my conservatory, and won¬ 
dering how on Earth I was going to help them, 
it’s amazing how far we’ve come. 

“My dad was in the Army and always talked 
about the Gurkhas in the highest possible 
terms, so when they came and asked me for 
help there was no way I could refuse. Once I 
got to know them, I couldn’t stop.” 

As campaign members celebrated in front of 
the television cameras, they were joined by 


Anne Widdecombe - ironically the MP Mr 
Carroll would like to replace when she steps 
down at the next general election. 

She said of the announcement: “I’m delight¬ 
ed but we should never have had to force the 
Government to do it. It should have been done 
with good will a long time ago.” 

Earlier this month the Government lost its 
first opposition day debate since 1997 when 27 
rebel MPs, including Medway’s Bob Marshall- 
Andrews, sided with the Lib Dem and 


Conservative view that its immigration policy 
for retired Gurkhas was unacceptable. 

Dover and Deal MP Gwyn Prosser came 
under fire that day for sticking with Labour, 
despite his position on the all-party Parlia¬ 
mentary group on Gurkha rights. He said his 
actions were down to negotiations that took 
place half-an-hour before the vote. 

Following this latest announcement, Mr 
Prosser said: “I am delighted to hear the good 
news about the Gurkhas.”

Force to be reckoned with

IN HIS fifth year as Chief 
Constable, Mike Fuller has assessed 
the challenges facing Kent Police, 

writes Jenna Pudelek. 

From next year, public confidence in police 
will be used as the primary marker for meas¬ 
uring forces’ performance for the first time,. 
This could be a particular test in a county 
where low crime rates are coupled with high 
levels of fear. 

In terms of serious organised crime, Mr 
Fuller was able to talk about recent successes, 
including the 27 people arrested for ram-raids 
against ATM machines, a crime that has been 
a prevalent in Kent. 


Fight to beat 

KENT is the country’s biggest gateway to 
Europe and the county constabulary faces 
major challenges from illegal immigration and 
human trafficking. 

The Home Affairs Select Committee report¬ 
ed the findings of its year-long investigation 
into human trafficking last week, saying the 
country was seeing a “resurgence of a type of 
slave trade”. 


There have also been recent convictions for 
importing drugs into the county. 

But the chief constable also took the oppor¬ 
tunity to renew his commitment to making 
Kent among the top performing police forces 
in the country. 

“My aim is to give the people in Kent a good 
police service and I want the people of Kent to 
be proud of their police force,” he told Kent on 
Sunday. 

“I am working to ensure that we are a top 
performing force, not just middle of the road in 
terms of performance. 

“Not all officers like that because they have 
to be more accountable and not everyone 
agrees with that and it has not made me pop¬ 
ular, but that is what I aim to do. 

“There are lots of staff who do good things 
and are very committed and really, I never fail 
to be impressed by the work that people do 
in Kent.” 


‘slave trade’ 

Kent Police were among five forces in the 
country that were highlighted as displaying 
best practice in tackling the devastating trade 
in human misery. 

The committee is set to visit the county to 
witness the force’s work against trafficking 
first hand. 

Mr Fuller said: “I can say categorically that 
the traffickers are using increasingly horren¬ 
dous methods to smuggle people into the 
county. 

“On the other side of the Channel a 
French tanker driver was about to fill it up 
with sulphuric acid when he noticed one of 
the tanks was loose. He found a handful 
clandestines [the French term for illegal 
immigrants] in the lorry and then he looked 
in the other tank and there was another 
handful, about 12 in all. 

“Traffickers are using increasingly dan¬ 
gerous methods to get through because 
detection rates have increased.” 

He also talked about the problem of traf¬ 
ficked children going missing and running 
away from Kent County Council care. 

Figures show that out of the 474 children 
taken into care in the county between April 
and December last year, 86 of them disap¬ 
peared, making them vulnerable to sexual 
and economic exploitation. 

Mr Fuller said the force worked closely 
with police across the Channel and the UK 
Borders Agency. 


Yard job is 

THE chief constable refused to discuss 
reports that he has applied for the post of 
Deputy Director at Scotland Yard. 

It comes after he recently applied for the 
role of Commissioner after the controversial 
resignation of Sir Ian Blair as head of the 
Metropolitan Police. 

Mr Fuller, 50, said: “It is very personal and 
not something I’m prepared to discuss.” 

The county’s top police officer is also said to 
have applied to be chief constable of British 
Transport Police. 

Asked whether he is currently seeking to 
progress his career, he said: “I am very happy 
where I am and I enjoy the challenge. I have 
two years of contract left and at some point I 
will have to move on.” 

Mr Fuller, who has more than 30 years’ 
policing experience, began his career in the 
Met where, among his many high-profile 
roles, he set up Operation Trident to tackle 
gun crime in black communities in the capital. 

He said: “I have a track record of reducing 
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Bridging gaps 
to help make 
children safer 


AFTER the tragic killing of Baby Peter, a 
greater focus has been put on child pro¬ 
tection across public services. 

Failures and gaps in the system led to 
the death of the 17-month-old who suf¬ 
fered horrendous abuse that was missed 
by police, doctors and social workers in 
Haringey, north London. 

In Kent, Mr Fuller said the force was 
working closely with Kent County Council. 

“We are looking at the possibility of 
joined-up training between police and 
social workers,” he said. “This relationship 
is very important if children are going to be 
properly protected. 

“Often people point to more training but 
relationships are vital because if they are 
not there, there is a greater chance of mis¬ 
takes being made or things being missed.” 

The force is also piloting a scheme to 
prevent perpetrators of domestic violence 
re-offending. 

Multi-Agency Risk Assessment 
Conferences (MARACs) are held to identi¬ 
fy the likelihood of a domestic abuser 
reoffending, and Mr Fuller said officers 
would use all powers available to them to 
prevent further violence. 

“It is significant because in south Wales 
where the whole idea originated it has 
been very successful in reducing the mur¬ 
der rate,” he said. 

“Fifty per cent of murders are domestic 
and we would hope to see a dramatic 
reduction as this becomes established.” 

The county sees an average of eight 
murders a year, and because victims of 
domestic violence are mainly women they 
make up the majority of deaths. 


The force aims to catch the masterminds 
behind the trade and support their victims. 

Operation Pentameter II, which was 
carried out last year, saw 50 people arrested 
for immigration offences and 26 potential 
victims rescued. 


‘personal’ 

crime wherever I’ve worked, including diffi¬ 
cult areas of London. 

“I have continued that track record in Kent, 
reducing crime and reducing disorder. I have 
thoroughly enjoyed the challenge of doing that 
and I know I won’t be able to do that forever. 

“Whilst I’m here I want to see the force 
become a top performer and the public get a 
really good force, that is where I get my job 
satisfaction and I do feel a great sense of job 
satisfaction.” 

In answer to those who have criticised him 
over target-driven policing, he said: “I’ve got 
to measure that to prove to you and the peo¬ 
ple of Kent and Medway that we are gen¬ 
uinely improving the service.” 

He also admitted the force did make mis¬ 
takes, adding: “I know we do not always get 
it right. The policing of Climate Camp is 
being reviewed. 

“Our objectives were successful and where 
there are areas we can improve there is a 
commitment from me to improve on that.”

One of the bright young things 
hoping to break into the fashion 
industry is menswear designer 
Ryan Drake. 

The 21-year-old is set to graduate 
from the University of the Creative 
Arts in Rochester and is one of only 
19 designers from his class of 64 
chosen to showcase their work at 
fashion week. 

“Graduate Fashion Week is mas¬ 
sively important for me,” he said. 

“I would not have settled for any¬ 
thing less. This year it was always 
my aim to get into Fashion Week as 
soon as I knew about it and for the 
internal show I pulled out all the 
stops to get here.

This year 20 young designers from 
from the college’s 43-strong course 
are taking part in the show. 

Banks, a former presenter of 
BBC’s The Clothes Show, said: “The 
week launches so many new names 
in front of the industry and they can 
see the up-and-coming talent. 

“They can see for themselves any 
job offers they want to make so it is 
really critical for young designers.” 

He said the week was founded to 
give young people at colleges and 
universities outside of London the 
chance to show their collections to 
an international industry audience.

Mr Banks started his career by 
opening a small boutique, Clobber, 
in Blackheath, London, in 1964 and 
had his clothes made by a woman 
from Dartford, who also used to 
work for 1960s icon Mary Quant.

Relief as unique civil 
case shuts rowdy flat 


A COURT has ordered a council 
flat to be boarded up and left 
empty for three months after a 
noisy tenant ruined a quiet street. 

It is the first time Kent Police have used 
civil law to end noise nuisance - and officers 
have warned they will do it again. 

Tenant Kerri Sims, 24, invited groups of 
teenagers to the flat to drink and party and 
neighbours became so upset they asked the 
police to help. After hearing of the late-night 
drunkeness and music that went on into the 
early hours almost every night, Ashford 
magistrates backed a police request to order 
the house be emptied. 

The court order against Ms Simms in the 
flat in Priory Way, Tenterden, is the first 
time the law has been used in the county. 

The case was heard by Ashford magis¬ 
trates on Wednesday under the Antisocial 
Behaviour Act when the court agreed the 
flat could be locked and the doors and win¬ 
dows sealed for three months. 

Any person entering the flat during that 
time will be committing a criminal offence. 

Ms Sims appeared briefly at the hearing 
to state she had moved out and would not be 
returning. 

She said: “I know the order is going

through and I am happy for it to go ahead. I 
want to move on and get my life in order.” 

With that she left the court. Magistrates 
agreed to proceed without her. 

Residents in Tenterden had asked police 
to deal with long-running problems and the 
action was supported by the borough coun¬ 
cil. Neighbours told the court how their lives 
had been disrupted by visitors to the flat. 

Foul-mouthed 

They told of groups of rowdy young people 
regularly visiting the flat and causing nui¬ 
sance as they came and went, often in the 
early hours. 

Richard Brind said: “The stress has affect¬ 
ed my health. Often there were unusual 
smells coming up to my flat, and the stench 
of alcohol.” 

Neighbour Sammi Law said rubbish was 
left everywhere with drinking, smoking and 
loud music causing problems most nights. 

Gillian McKenzie said they had endured 
problems for three years with late-night vis¬ 
itors to the flat. 

She said: “They are usually drunk or 


under the influence of something, and 
always loud and foul-mouthed and falling 
over in the early hours.” 

Ian Lockyer said the noise was often contin¬ 
uing when he left for work at 3.15am. He 
added: “I think she invites groups in as she 
doesn’t like to be alone. There is banging of 
doors, loud voices and music. There is fighting 
in the car park and general abuse, smashed 
bottles and cans, and kitchen knives have 
been found. It is affecting our quality of life.” 

After the hearing PC Steve Gamble said: 
“Ashford Community Safety Unit has 
worked hard with Ashford council and offi¬ 
cers to gather evidence and prepare this case. 

“This is a useful piece of legislation in com¬ 
bating antisocial behaviour. This case 
should send a strong message to others who 
are responsible for such behaviour.” 

Sgt Rachel McNeil, of the Tenterden 
neighbourhood team, said: “The house in 
Priory Way has been the most problematic 
address in the area, accounting for antiso¬ 
cial behaviour such as underage drinking, 
loud music and excessive noise and littering. 

“Kent Police will not tolerate behaviour 
which destroys the quality of life of others.”

TERRORISTS pose an “absolute¬ 
ly huge threat” to the people of 
Kent, an influential Tory MP has 
warned. 

Gravesham representative Adam 
Holloway made the claim after the House of 
Commons’ defence committee, of which he is 
a member, criticised the Ministry of Defence 
for leaving the UK coastline vulnerable to 
attack. 

The committee said that because no single 
body was responsible for protect¬ 
ing it, the available defences for 
maritime security tended to be 
reactive, rather than proactive, 
forces. 

News of the concern came just a 
day before a report into the July 7 
London bombings was published, 
revealing that severe shortages in 
MI5 personnel led to possible terror 
suspects not being investigated. 

Mr Holloway, who fought in the 
Gulf War with the Grenadier 
Guards, told Kent on Sunday that 
counter-terrorism was of the 
utmost importance. 

He said: “Some of my con¬ 
stituents think I’m obsessed with 
the war on terror and with Iraq and 
Afghanistan, but to me it’s one of the biggest 
issues affecting them. 

“Since [the World Trade Centre attack] 
this country has gained a growing number 
of enemies and there are hundreds of people 
in the UK who have received training at ter¬ 
ror camps. They would like nothing more 
than to cause mass casualties and they don’t 
care how many people they could kill. 

“Thousands of my constituents work in 
London, go shopping at Bluewater and trav¬

el across the Channel, so it’s a big 
issue for me. I think the threat of 
terrorism against us all is 
absolutely huge.” 

Last week the defence commit¬ 
tee expressed concern at the small 
number of vessels dedicated to 
maritime security, and also at the 
arrangements for co-ordinating 
the forces. 

Just nine Royal Navy ships 
along with a collection of 130 
police and coastguard boats are 
given the task of guarding a 
shoreline that is more than 7,000 
miles long. 

Kent has one of the longest and 
most varied coastlines in the 
country, with more than one third of its res¬ 
idents living in coastal districts. 

Mr Holloway said: “I was listening to the 
evidence in the defence committee meeting 
and I just couldn’t believe there was not one 
single body responsible for protecting the 
shoreline. 

“In the absurdly unlikely event that I 
became the Secretary of State for Defence 
and I received intelligence of a seaborne 
attack, where would I go? To the coastguard 
or the police? The Navy? The RNLI? 


“We have all these different organisations 
with different information and responsibili¬ 
ties, but it all seems utterly disjointed.” 

The Conservatives say November’s attack 
on Mumbai in India - during which gunmen 
arriving by boat killed more than 170 people 
- could be replicated here and have called 
for a review of the UK’s defensive capability. 

But an MoD spokesman said: “We wel¬ 
come the publication of this report and its 
recognition of the unique contribution the 
Armed Forces make to national security. 

“The recommendations are broadly in line 
with work already under way by the MoD. 
The Government will provide a full response 
to the committee in the coming weeks. 

“The assertion that no-one is in charge of 
maritime security is a massive oversimplifi¬ 
cation. Maritime security has many ele¬ 
ments. For example, the MoD is responsible 
for protecting our waters against any over¬ 
seas threat, while the Home Office would be 
responsible in the face of a terrorist attack. 

“We do not believe there is likely to be an 
emergency situation where a Government 
department misunderstands what the mili¬ 
tary could deliver.” 
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Axe gang jailed 
after PO robbery 

THREE axe robbers have been jailed for four 
years after making off with more than £1,000 
from High Halstow post office. 

Darren James, 23, of Cazeneuve Street, 
Rochester, Martin Price, 27, of Castle Road, 
Chatham, and Jason Swallow, 23, of Gravel 
Walk, Rochester, were sentenced at Maidstone 
Crown Court. 

They all pleaded guilty to robbery. 

The court heard that the trio entered the 
Post office in Christmas Lane on October 27, 
2008, and threatened staff with a small axe. 

They made off with more than £1,000 in cash 
but were arrested near the scene.

THE family of a talented foot¬ 
baller beaten close to death by a 
gang of thugs have taken their 
fight for justice to Parliament. 

Rob Hughes, 28, was due to sign for 
Bromley FC upon his return from a holi¬ 
day in Crete last summer but was punched 
and kicked into a coma before he had the 
chance. 

Doctors initially told his family he had only 
48 hours to live, but Rob has since made a 
remarkable recovery and returned home to 
Croydon, south London. 

Greek police arrested five British men in 
connection with the attack, but they escaped 
without charge due to a legal loophole that 
says attacks in the country must be officially 
reported within 48 hours. 

Last week Rob’s mother, Maggie, met with 
Minister of State for Europe, Caroline Flint, 
to continue her fight for justice. 

Interest 

Mrs Hughes said: “She took a personal 
interest, and in a way it was just like one 
mum talking to another. 

“When I first started this off I had no confi¬ 
dence and didn’t really know what I was 
doing. All I knew was that I wasn’t going to 
put up with what happened to my son. 

“I had two aims at the beginning. One was 
to bring my son home alive and the second 
was to bring those people responsible to jus¬ 
tice. We managed the first and I’m just as 
determined with the second. 

“I’m very confident now and things are pro¬ 
gressing well. Mrs Flint said she will make 
her ministers aware of the issue and I believe 




that with the right support, we can get justice 
for Robbie.” 

Rob was a member of Crystal Palace’s youth 
academy in the days when current Bromley 
manager Mark Goldberg owned the club. 

He later went on to play for teams including 
Oxford United and Sutton United, while at 
the same time coaching some of Bromley’s 
younger stars - including current Dagenham 
and Redbridge midfielder Solomon Taiwo. 

But Mrs Hughes said the brutal attack on her 
son had left him with “serious problems” includ¬ 
ing obsessive-compulsive disorder. 

She said: “It’s difficult as a family having to 
deal with things we don’t understand. He 
won’t pick up cups without using a tissue now 
and he gets upset when you don’t do what he 
wants you to do.

“He’s not the same person that makes me 
even more determined to get justice for him.” 

Mrs Hughes’ meeting with Mrs Flint was 
arranged by London Euro MP Robert Evans. 

He said: “This is a European matter of 
international importance. Greece is a 
European Union country and while Rob 
Hughes was on holiday he was the victim of a 
brutal and cowardly attack. 

“We must make sure justice is done. 

“This case has also highlighted the difficul¬ 
ties faced by victims in foreign countries, 
whether it’s a case of violence, theft or just a 
bad accident. 

“We must work together to improve support 
services for those who experience these kind 
of problems while abroad.” 
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Iceland millions 
to be recovered, 
says county hall 

KENT County Council has said it is confi¬ 
dent of recovering around 90 per cent of the 
taxpayers’ millions frozen in Iceland. 

The authority released a statement ear¬ 
lier this week saying it was likely to 
recoup most of the £50 million tied up in 
the nation’s crisis-hit banking system, 
but opponents say it is far from a foregone 
conclusion. 

Of the cash tied up in Iceland, £32m is 
split between Glitnir and Landsbanki 
while £18m is being held by the UK-based 
Heritable Bank. 

KCC will only receive 90 per cent of the 
first figure back if the banks’ administra¬ 
tors continue to view it as a preferred cred¬ 
itor, something Kent Labour leader Cllr 
Mike Eddy said was not a certainty. 

He said: “It is misleading for KCC to 
claim it is likely to get back 90 per cent of 
its Icelandic deposits. 

“It may get 90 per cent back on £32m if 
priority creditor status is agreed. If that 
status is not agreed it is likely to get about 
60 per cent back, or about £19m. 

“And it won’t all come in one go. 

“Whatever we get back will be repaid 
between now and the end of 2012. 

“Some have questioned whether it is 
morally right that local councils which 
have access to financial advisors should be 
priority customers ahead of individual 
small savers or charities. 

“This is an especially interesting ques¬ 
tion as KCC has been judged to have been 
less than careful with some of its Icelandic 
deposits.” 

Finance chiefs calculated how much of 
the £50m they were likely to recover using 
guidance in a report issued to all local 
authorities by the Chartered Institute of 
Public Finance and Accountancy (CIPFA). 

Misleading 

Tory cabinet member for finance Cllr 
Nick Chard denied he was misleading 
Kent’s taxpayers and said he could see no 
reason why the authority would not main¬ 
tain its preferred creditor status. 

He said: “This is not us saying it. This is 
CIPFA - the professional body that looks 
after public finance. 

“They’ve looked into this issue very care¬ 
fully and taken advice from creditors and a 
whole range of other people. 

“What was misleading was for people to 
say that we had lost all the money or that 
we were only going to get five per cent back. 

“I’ve known for quite some time that we 
would recover the majority of the money, 
but due to confidentiality agreements I 
have been unable to say anything until now. 

“As things stand KCC is still a preferred 
creditor. There’s an outside chance that 
could change, but there have been no chal¬ 
lenges to that yet and there is no reason to 
suggest there will be, so we should get 
either 95 per cent or 100 per cent back. 

“I’ve never seen this as a party political 
issue. I’m just trying to say what is factual¬ 
ly correct at any one time.” 


Boy, 14, facing 
burglary trial 

A TEENAGER has been charged with 
preying on homes in the village of Chart 
Sutton, near Maidstone. 

The 14-year-old, from the village, was 
charged with a single count of burglary fol¬ 
lowing an incident in Plough Wents Road, 
in Chart Sutton, on March 12. 

The youngster was arrested on Thursday 
and while being charged he asked for 22 
other offences to be taken into account. 

The majority of the other burglaries also 
took place in his home village. 

The teenager, who cannot be named due to 
his age, has been released on bail to appear 
at Maidstone Youth Court of June 1. 
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CLIMATE change has caused 
sea levels in north Kent to rise 
10 inches since the early 19th 
century a new report has found, 

writes Jenna Pudelek. 

The Environment Agency (EA) monitors 
rising sea levels across the South East based 
on figures from the coast at Sheemess, 
because records from the town on the Isle of 
Sheppey go back as far as 1834. 

The organisation’s State of the 
Environment Report for the South East 
found that despite this significant rise in 
sea levels and the strongest increase in 
temperatures in the country, the region 
has only increased its capacity to produce 
renewable energy by one per cent since 
2007. 

Harvey Bradshaw, the EA’s southern 
region director, told Kent on Sunday: 
“Everybody has a part to play in this, it is 
not about someone else. 

“We all need to decide whether to insu¬ 
late our houses properly and to use water 
wisely and whether to water our garden. 

Flooding 

“These are personal choices made by 
thousands of people and will significantly 
impact on whether climate change is min¬ 
imised or becomes a really big problem.” 

He said that in Kent the main risks from 
climate change are coastal flooding along 
the county’s long seashore and the Thames 
Estuary, and drought. 

“Certainly drought is going to affect 
Kent, which is one of the driest parts of 
the country and is comparable to the

Middle East in terms of rainfall,” he said. 

The EA report said investment and sup¬ 
port for renewable and low carbon energy 
projects were needed if the Government’s 
target of 20.5 per cent of energy sourced 
from renewables was to be met by 2010. 

Mr Bradshaw said the region had 
already seen a significant rise in sea levels, 
he said: “There are two things going on; 
movement of the land surface which has 
been going on for thousands of years and is 
taking the South East slightly lower, 
which is unhelpful. 

“Also climate change - this is a thing 
which we can alter and adapt to, this is 
where the EA is saying it is important for 
people to play their part. 

“We need to look the emissions of carbon 
we put into the atmosphere because all the 
science is telling us the carbon is having a 
significant impact in warming the earth 
up and melting the ice caps.” 


Meetings with judge for 
teenage heroin dealer 


A JUDGE has ordered a 16-year-old boy to 
meet with him every month after he pleaded 
guilty of possession with intent to supply 
class-A drugs. 

The 16-year-old from London, who cannot 
be named for legal reasons, was arrested fol¬ 
lowing a raid by police at Boxley Road in 
Maidstone on January 21, where 50 wraps of 
heroin and crack cocaine worth more than 
£1,000 were seized. 

During his appearance at Maidstone 
Crown Court this week for sentencing, 
Judge Phillip Statman spoke about the need 
to keep the people of Maidstone safe from his 
drug dealing and that if the dealer had been 
18 years old he would have been given more 
than two-and-a-half years in jail. 

Instead, in an unusual move, the teenager 
was sentenced to a personal meeting with 
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Meanwhile, the Government’s South East 
Plan, which sets out targets for new homes in 
the South East, states that Kent and 
Medway will see nearly 140,000 new homes 
built by 2026. 

Asked whether the ambitious plans put the 
region’s delicate environment at even 
greater risk, Mr Bradshaw said: “We have 
been involved throughout the development 
of the Plan and we see it as a starting point 
to a continuing need to improve and protect 
the environment.”

Concerns were raised in the report that the 
current financial crisis could mean less of a 
focus on the climate crisis. 

Asked if developers might be more likely 
to take shortcuts rather than ensure new 
properties are more environmentally sus¬ 
tainable, Mr Bradshaw added: “There is 
always a risk but the regional assembly and 
development agency are working very close¬ 
ly with the EA. 

“I think we are all shoulder to shoulder 
about the steps that are necessary to ensure 
we protect and enhance the environment. 

“Everybody is alert to these risks.”

The youngster was warned if his progress 
stopped, if he got into any trouble, or he did 
not adhere to any of his conditions, he would 
be sent to prison for the two-year sentence. 

Senior Crown Prosecutor, Jay 
Wickremasinghe, said: “His guilty pleas 
demonstrate the strong evidence that 
linked him to the drugs found in his jacket 
and at his home address and warrants the 
charge of possession with intent to supply.” 

The teenager was also given a two-year 
intensive supervision and surveillance pro¬ 
gramme order, ordered to do 100 hours 
unpaid work within the community, given an 
electronic tag and curfew, and ordered not to 
enter Kent for six months, except for appoint¬ 
ments with the judge.

Jailers turn screw 
on Labour’s MPs 


PRISON officers angry at “broken 
promises” over privatisation plans 
will attempt to oust Labour MPs in 
marginal seats. 

The Prison Officers Association (POA) is 
asking its members to vote against the party 
at the next general election, which could spell 
disaster for several politicians in Kent. 

Sittingbourne and Sheppey MP Derek 
Wyatt for instance - who holds a majority of 
just 79 - has three prisons in his constituency 
and could have a big fight on his hands come 
polling day 

The POA is angry the Government is to 
hand six jails over to the private sector and 
has sent out a message that it will try to derail 
Labour’s election campaign by turning tens of 
thousands of its members against the party 

Kent union representative Pete McParlin 
said: “Labour have broken all their promises 
to us. 

“They promised to restore trade union rights 
and said they were against privatisation, but 
they’ve gone back on their word. 

“Our view at the moment is that a vote 
for Labour is a wasted vote because we want

a government that is going to listen to us. 

“Never has it been right for people to make 
money out of prisoners. If the family of a mur¬ 
dered person found out that somebody was 
making a profit from looking after their killer, 
they would be very angry. 

“It’s not right and it’s not proper.” 

POA spokesman Glyn Travis added: 
“Throughout the UK we’ve identified a num¬ 
ber of marginal seats where if the POA 
encourages its prison officers not to vote 
Labour, they would lose their seat. We can be 
persuasive and we can force change.” 

Kent is home to nine prisons - including the 
Sheppey cluster, Maidstone, Dover, Rochester 
and Canterbury - which employ a total of 
about 2,000 POA members. None of the coun¬ 
ty’s prisons is in the privatisation scheme. 

If all the officers followed the union’s advice 
and voted against Labour at the next general 
election, it is possible their family members 
would do the same. 

That could spell disaster for MPs such as 


Paul Clarke (Gillingham and Rainham) and 
Steve Ladyman (Thanet South), who have 
majorities of just 252 and 664 respectively, and 
Mr Wyatt. 

Mr Wyatt said he was opposed to the privati¬ 
sation of prisons but admitted that may not 
make a difference come polling day. 

He said: “In 2005 we had just 10 days’ notice 
that the three Sheppey prisons 
were going to be the first of these privatisation 
attempts and maybe that’s why I only won by 
79. 

“Along with the POA I was able to stop the 
Government from doing so, and then we bid 
for the cluster and won. 

“But I’m afraid it doesn’t matter what work 
you do locally because all the voters care about 
is what happens nationally, so of course it’s a 
concern to me. 

“Prison officers are our fourth emergency 
service in some ways, but they often get a raw 
deal because they’re hidden away. 

“They want a fair crack at the whip and I 
don’t think that’s unreasonable.”

MORE than 600 new jobs could be created 
after plans for a massive call centre were 
agreed by planners at Ashford Council. 

Plans to build the 42,000 sq ft call centre 
at Repton Park were put forward by George 
Wimpey on behalf of AXA PPP Health Care 
Ltd, and will create more than 600 new jobs 
on Ashford’s largest brownfield site.

This weekend motor racing legend 
Sir Stirling Moss will get behind 
the wheel and again attempt to be 
the first to pass the chequered 
flag. Ahead of his appearance at 
Brands Hatch, CHRIS MURPHY 
spoke to one of motorsport’s icons 
about his career and modern day Formula One cars 



FORMER Grand Prix ace Stirling 
Moss will be taking to the race 
track again this weekend, at the 
age of 79. 

The man who is famous for winning just 
about everything except for a world FI title, 
is now a successful property developer. He 
finished second four times in a row between 
1955 and 1958. 

The racer turned to bricks and mortar after 
a near-fatal smash at Goodwood in 1962 and 
has now had a topless £672,000 Mercedes 
SLR speedster named after him. And you 
don’t even get a windscreen. 

But he will be back roaring around the 
Brands Hatch grand prix circuit once more as 
part of the Masters Festival. 

Anyone over a certain age will be going 
weak at the knees at the sight of all those 50s, 
60s and 70s sports and saloon cars on the 
world famous circuit that used to host the 
British Grand Prix. Both the Indy and GP 
layouts will be used. 

Sir Stirling will be driving a 1956 Osca 


FS302 with a 1500cc engine alongside Roger 
Earl in the Gentleman’s Drivers GT races on 
Bank Holiday Monday. 

He raced from 1948-62 and saw the che¬ 
quered flag in 194 of his 497 races. 

That included 16 Formula One cups. It’s 
claimed he competed in 84 different cars. 


Sir Stirling, who won the gruelling 1955 
Mille Miglia in Italy, said: “I have had a lot of 
shunts in my time, so I am lucky to still be 
here. Drivers back then had a very short lifes¬ 
pan, and we could lose three or four a year. I 
am very lucky to still be here. 

“I have taken part in so many types of rac¬ 
ing. I have been so lucky -1 have had a great 
life, and am still keen to go racing.” 

He said: “I am taking part in the Le Mans 
24-Hour curtain raiser in another historic 
race using the full circuit, which is very fast 
indeed. Then I have another in Portugal, and 
of course at Brands Hatch, which I am look¬ 
ing forward to. I am kept very busy.” 

When asked if he still wants to win every 
race, Sir Stirling said: ‘You better believe it. 

“I have no chance of winning overall 
as there are much faster cars taking part, 
but I will certainly have a good go at winning 
my class. Second place is no good, not if I can 
help it.” 

He agreed the cars are highly dangerous to 
drive at speed, with low tech components 
making it incredibly risky, but added: “I 
understand the cars of my era. I wouldn’t 
want to drive a modern racing car on slicks or

these modem gizmos on them. We have 
treads on our tyres and they have so much 
more character. 

“They [modem cars] are not my style. 
They are not what I remember. The pleas¬ 
ure I had when racing was because it was 
dangerous, which is what attracts you 
when you are young. 

“And more than that, the cars had a lot 
more character back then. The problem 
then was that we would lose two, three of 
four drivers a year. But I carried on, 
because that is what I did. I certainly hope 
I will see the end of the race on Monday. We 
will be there to do as well as we can, and to 
win our class. 

“There will be about 30 cars in the field, 
which is impressive. There are about half a 
dozen races in the series and I will be tak¬ 
ing part in as many as I can.” 

The cars may be worth a small fortune, 
but the drivers are not putting on a display 
- they want to win, and win well. 

They may include vintage Maseratis and 
Cooper Climaxes, but Christopher Tate, the 
series director said: “This is real, serious 
racing. These cars were difficult to drive in 
their day when they were driven by top 
professionals and they are difficult to drive 
now. Drivers will be lapping on the pace.” 

Formula One classics from the 70s like 
McLaren, Lotus and Tyrrell will also line 
up on the grid. 

A Brands spokesman said: “Sunday and 
Bank Holiday Monday will feature racing 
on the Grand Prix circuit from four decades 
of FI machinery. 

“Formula One cars of the 70s will com¬ 
pete in the Grand Prix Masters Series, 
including a host of famous marques raced 
by the likes of James Hunt, Emerson 
Fittipaldi and Jody Schekter. There will 
also be two special races from the Historic 
Grand Prix Cars Association for FI cars 
from the 50s and 60s.” 

Among other celebs will be Travis drum¬ 
mer Neil Primrose making his historic rac¬ 
ing debut in a 1971 Lola T210. He has 
already taken part in modem GT events.

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Kent Refugee Help appeals for more ‘friends’ to assist with crucial support work 


MILITIAMEN tore 
through the island vil¬ 
lage off the coast of 
Somalia raping, killing 
and burning. 

A young fisherman returned 
later with his daily catch to 
find his entire family - his 
mother, sister, brother and 
father - had been brutally 
murdered. 

Knowing his life was in dan¬ 
ger he fled north and across 
the Red Sea to Yemen, where 
the 26-year-old boarded a 
plane to London’s Heathrow 
airport. 

Now, six years later, the asy¬ 
lum-seeker known as K 
remains unable to settle and 
find peace because although he 
has escaped the dangers of his 
war-torn homeland, he is 
trapped in the complexity and 
bureaucracy of the UK immi¬ 
gration system. 

Scared 

K was detained without 
charge at the Dover 
Immigration Removal Centre 
for 18 months and during that 
time he was supported by Kent 
Refugee Help (KRH). 

Sue Powell, secretary of the 
charity which supports men at 
the centre by helping them 
access their legal rights and 
provides on-going assistance 
once they are released, said: “K 
is such an exceptional person. 

“Despite all the appalling 
things that have happened to 
him there is no bitterness, just 
great strength and a want to 
do something.” 

The 32-year-old’s ongoing 
battle to gain asylum has been 
prolonged because although he 
is from Somalia, which has suf¬ 
fered near constant conflict 
since the collapse of its govern¬ 
ment in 1991, he is part of the 
Bajuni tribe. 

This seafaring ethnic minori¬ 
ty live on the small islands off 
the coast of southern Somalia 
and speak a different language 
to their countrymen in the 
north. 

K said: “I came [here] 
because they killed my father 
and my family 

“I did not have any family 
and I was scared to live there 
because they tried to kill me 
too. It was because of our eth¬ 
nicity and tribe.” 

His first attempt to claim 
asylum was refused. The UK 
authorities refused to believe 
he was from Somalia and 
between 2003 and 2005 K lived 
on the streets of London. 

“I wanted to help myself,” he 
said. “I did not want to do any 
crime or cause any problems.”

But eventually, out of desper¬ 
ation, he decided to make 
another asylum claim under a 
different name - but his crime 
was discovered and he ended 
up in prison. 

After he was released he was 
sent to Dover, where he did not 
know how long he would be 
forced to stay. 

“I would like to say for every¬ 
one who is in the Government 
that asylum-seekers have a 
very hard time every day,” he 
said. 

“We have been through a lot 
and then we are put inside for 
too long. 

“They try to make people do 
a crime and say, 'No, you can¬ 
not get out, you are a criminal’. 

'We need to be safe and to 
work and have a life, but they 
make people angry and 
stressed and they may try to 
make false claim, like me.” 

He said that while detained 
at Dover he often felt suicidal 
and said the support KRH 
kept him going. 

“My hope is to try to tell peo¬ 
ple to be patient,” he said. 
With prison you know in the 
end you are going to be freed. 
But with detention you don’t 
know when you will be free.” 

Taxes 

K was released last year and 
now lives in Glasgow, awaiting 
the outcome of his fight for asy¬ 
lum. He is lucky to have an 
immigration lawyer working 
on his case to the Home Office. 

He added: “I want to get 
work and start a family. I don’t 
have a family any more - they 
were all killed. 

“But I want my own family, 
so I can tell them my story and 
how they got here. 

“When I left my home it was 
really hard because I don’t 
have the right to work here, 
like other people. 

“It’s hard because I’m 
healthy and young and I feel 
ashamed to go and get in the 
queue for [benefit] money, 
because it does not belong to 
me. 

“I need to work so I can pay 
taxes to pay other people who 
can’t work to live.” 

Mrs Powell said there were 
many men at Dover like K, 
who have no-one and desper¬ 
ately need support.

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Flood barrier boost 

HOUSEHOLDS and businesses on the flood plain of the Dartford 
and Crayford creeks are to benefit from a £5 million investment in 
the Dartford Creek barrier. 

Built in 1981, the barrier sits at the mouth of Dartford Creek on 
the south bank of the Thames to tackle the risk of tidal flooding. The 
barrier will undergo a major two-year overhaul, starting next month. 

Only one of the two flood barriers will be removed at any time, 
ensuring defences remain operational. 

The works will include Environment Agency contractors replacing 
the massive lifting chains as well as renewing other equipment. A 
spokesman said: 'We are working only for limited summer periods. 
If we do face an unlikely flood event during the works, we have plans 
in place with emergency services.”

TWO groups who use trained dogs to 
carry out searches for missing people 
are on the hunt for more volunteers 
to help them cover the county. 

So far this year, they have already been 
involved in 19 searches, with 14 successes. 

Sadly, two people were found dead, and three 
are still missing. So far, they have taken part in 
738 hours of searches this year. 

And that’s why they need more people, with 
or without dogs, who can be used to help with 
these searches. 

The group called Kent Search and Rescue, or 
KSAR, has Paul Lewis as its training officer. 

He said: “Kent really is so large we need 
many more people willing to give up time to 
help with these searches. 

“Many of those that go missing are elderly 
people who simply have wandered off, plus 
those who are contemplating suicide. A quick 
response is vital in these circumstances. 

“We are currently mainly interested in 
recruiting volunteers from south and west 
Kent. But people from all over the county are 
welcome to contact us. 

Call-outs 

“We are obviously hoping to recruit mem¬ 
bers to train as dog handlers with their canine 
companion. But we need foot searchers too. 

“We have also recently put together a moun¬ 
tain bike team and have the project of creating 
a canoe team to search riverbanks. 

“So we are interested in men and women 
from all walks of life, whether they have an 
interest in dogs or not.” 

KSAR assists Kent Police in their search for 
vulnerable missing people. Since its creation in 
1998, it has been involved in some 340 searches. 

A second organisation called Search and 
Rescue Dog Association, or SARDA Meridian 
actually trains and deploys search and rescue 
dog teams, principally in Kent. 

It was set up less than a year ago and has

already taken part in more 15 searches in 
South East England. Their dogs are trained in 
air scenting, an efficient technique for search¬ 
ing large area quickly. 

The highly-trained canines are also loved 
pets who live with their handlers. These 
unsung heroes are volunteers who give up 
their free time to answer call-outs at any time 
of the day or night, 365 days a year. 

They are called into action by the police and 
other emergency organisations. 

To ensure continuity in the service they pro¬ 
vide at no charge to Kent authorities, both 
organisations need to recruit more members 
willing to give up their free time. 


James Dunn, chairman of SARDA Meridian 
said: “I know there are many dogs out there 
who love using their nose. 

“So if your dog is bored at home and you 
are after activities that will give you both a 
chance to get out and about, put your dog’s 
energy to good use and allow you to give some¬ 
thing back to the community at the same time. 
We want to hear from you.” 

Suitability 

The groups said on average 1,800 people go 
missing in Kent every year. They do not all 
require a full call-out, but a high percentage 
can be classified as vulnerable and will need 


assistance. These include the elderly, those 
suffering from senile dementia, and children. 

KSAR is a charity and regularly organises 
courses for new members. SARDA Meridian is 
also a charity and runs ability assessment to 
judge the suitability of dogs whose owners are 
interested in joining. In addition to the high 
standard of training the teams receive, they 
need equipment such as radios and first aid 
kits to provide an effective service.

recipes and facts about British meat - 33 per 
cent of people surveyed have never helped 
prepare a family meal. Furthermore, 29 per 
cent of 18 to 24-year-olds quizzed said they did 
not see the value of a family meal. 

Wallace, from Whitstable, is a single father 
of two children - Tom, 15, and Libby, 12 - 
and said he felt it was important he sat down 
at the dinner table with them as often as 
possible. 

He said: “There tend to be more broken 
homes these days and people are also a lot 
busier, but I think we should all make an 
effort to have family meals because it’s nice 
to be able to talk to each other and keep 
each other up-to-date. 

“I’m a realist - I’m a busy dad and I can’t 
do it every day, but it’s worth trying because 
everyone enjoys it.” 

Wallace, 44, began his career selling veg¬ 
etables from a stand in Covent Garden, 
London, and is now a director of two suc¬ 
cessful fruit and veg firms. 

Kent on Sunday’s publisher KOS Media 
launched its foodforkent.co.uk campaign 
earlier this year, encouraging people to 
choose Kent-sourced products to support 
the county through the recession. 

Wallace, who is known as Masterchefs 
ingredients expert on the popular BBC 
show, described it as a “lovely, brilliant 
idea”. 

He said: “There’s some great produce here 
in Kent because there’s a hell of a lot of 
green areas as well as a very big coastline. 

“Realistically we can’t always check out 
what local suppliers there are because 
we’re often busy and need to shop quickly, 
but we should all do our bit to try and sup¬ 
port local businesses more.”

Medway police stepped up night patrols 
after a number of offences.

“Repeat offenders such as Boswell can 
make people’s life a misery and we are satis¬ 
fied he will be spending a significant amount 
of time in prison. I would urge people to try 
to prevent themselves from becoming the 
victim of a burglary by making sure win¬ 
dows and doors are locked in the evenings.”

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Ex-NHS boss appeals 
for £250,000 pay-off 


A DISGRACED former NHS 
trust chief executive at the centre 
of a superbug scandal has lodged 
an appeal against a High Court 
ruling which blocked her 
£250,000 pay-off. 

Rose Gibb was in charge of the 
trust that runs Maidstone 
Hospital when two outbreaks of 
Clostridium difficile led to the 
death of at least 90 patients. 

She sued Maidstone and 
Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust for 
breach of contract after it refused 
to pay her the full £250,000 she 
had been offered to resign. 

She claimed she had been made 
a “scapegoat” over the scandal, 
but on April 28 High Court judge 
Mr Justice Treacy dismissed her 


claims and ordered her to pay 
costs, which for the trust alone are 
expected to be £90,000. 

He also refused her the right to 
appeal, but her representatives, 
Management in Partnership 
(MiP), confirmed she had lodged 
an appeal to overturn the decision. 

Ms Gibb left the trust days 
before a highly critical report into 
C diff at the trust’s hospitals, 
which includes Kent and Sussex, 
and Pembury, during 2004 and 

2006, was published in October, 

2007. 

Health Secretary Alan Johnson 
stopped the trust giving Ms Gibb 
a six-figure payout and she 
received her legal entitlement of 
six months’ salary - £75,000. 


Chat show assault charge 


A MAN has been charged with 
assault after an alleged bust-up 
on TV chat show Trisha. 

Ian Wallace, of Lirkley Cliff, 
Lowestoft, Suffolk, has been 
charged with common assault 
after the incident at the Maid¬ 


stone Studios in Vinters Park in 
February. It is alleged Wallace, 24, 
attacked a fellow guest on the 
show, which was about love rivals. 

He has been bailed and will 
appear at Maidstone Magistrates 
Court on Thursday, May 28.

Celebrating the 
first century of 
Channel flight 


ONE hundred years ago, French¬ 
man Louis Bleriot made a historic 
flight across the English Channel 
that changed the perception of 
air travel, writes Marijke Cox. 

The epic journey saw him fly 22 miles from 
La Barraques near Calais to the cliffs of Dover, 
where he crash-landed after 37 minutes in 
the air. 

His flight showed the potential of the aero¬ 
plane and changed people’s beliefs that 
Britain was isolated from Europe. 

To celebrate the centenary of his achieve¬ 
ment, a weekend of celebrations on July 25-26, 
called Dover 2009, has been organised by the 
town and district councils, the Community of 
the Agglomeration of Calais, Seeda, Cabe and 
events company Crestings Ltd. 

Key events include a historic re-enactment of 
the famous flight by Swedish pilot Mikael 
Carlson in a Bleriot XI aeroplane, accompanied 
by three other pilots also in Bleriot XI planes, 
and an air race from Abbeville in France to 
Dover’s Duke of York’s Military School. 

A fireworks spectacular is also being put 
on across the harbour by the organisers 
behind the Mayor of London’s display on 
the Thames. 

Bernard Butcher, chairman of Dover District 


Council, said the celebrations would be an 
amazing experience for the thousands of peo¬ 
ple expected to attend. 

“It is an event that commemorates a 
momentous occasion in the past and by cele¬ 
brating its centenary we are marking out the 
achievement of Louis Bleriot to future genera¬ 
tions and keeping the story of his triumph 
alive,” he said. 

Events 

The seafront will be transformed with 
British, Anglo-French and Anglo-Italian 
themed events and a programme of musical 
performances, including one from the Royal 
Air Force Halton Area Band. 

A series of static and air displays of historic 
and vintage aeroplanes will be on show at 
Duke of York’s school and the Red Arrows will 
perform a flypast. 

Air Chief Marshal Sir Glenn Torpy, Chief of 
the Air Staff, said: “The RAF is delighted to be 
able to support this event, which marks a 
milestone in aviation history.” 

The event, which has taken 18 months to 
plan, is being sponsored by a number of com¬ 
panies including the Daily Mail and Shell 
Aviation, which fuelled the original Bleriot 
plane in 1909.

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Prisoners given jobs on Olympics site

A GROUP of prisoners from Kent have been 
selected to work on the 2012 Olympic complex. 

The Prisons Service has confirmed a selec¬ 
tion was made from interviewees sent from 
Blantyre House, near Maidstone. 

The open prison grooms inmates for release, 
some of whom have served life terms for 
crimes including murder. 

It has been reported they will be paid around 
the £7.50-an-hour mark, a massive rise on the 
£9.50 a week they are paid while behind bars. 

And they will be thoroughly screened to 
ensure they can be trusted to do the job asked 
of them, said the Prisons Service. 

Greg Clark, the Conservative MP for the 
area covering the prison, backed the plan and 
is full of praise for the way Blantyre reforms 
prisoners: “Blantyre House Prison has one of 
the best records in the country in moving pris¬ 
oners permanently away from a life of crime. 

“It does so by equipping them with useful 
skills and work experience. 

“Anyone allowed out of prison to train for 
work must be rigorously assessed as suitable. 

“Providing these safeguards are in place I do 
not think it is inappropriate for Blantyre 
House prisoners to work on the Olympics site.” 

Inmates were interviewed for the positions 
at Stratford, east London, where the Olympic 
village, which comes with a £800 million secu¬ 
rity bill, will rise from the brownfield sites. 
Those successful will be driven to and from 
work by minibus. 

Shadow Olympic spokesman Hugh Robert¬ 


son, the Faversham and Mid Kent Tory MP, 
was less keen: “Although people deserve a sec¬ 
ond chance, the whole thing just doesn’t sound 
like a terribly good idea.” 

The scheme has received complete govern¬ 
ment backing. 


A Prison Service spokesperson said: ‘Tour pris¬ 
oners have been accepted on a waste manage¬ 
ment training course. Prisoners may be released 
on temporary licence providing they meet strict 
criteria and pass a rigorous risk assessment. 
Release on temporaiy licence is used to prepare 


prisoners for their eventual release from custody. 

“It helps reduce the chance or re-offending 
by setting up employment and rehabilitation 
work in the community... This is essential for 
resettlement and an important factor in pro¬ 
tecting the public.” 


Murderer wins battle 
to claim free haircuts 


A PRISONER who mur¬ 
dered his wife has won a 
legal claim forcing the Prison 
Service to pay for his £7 hair¬ 
cuts every six weeks while he 
is on temporary release, 
writes Chris Murphy. 

Charles Hanson is serving life at 
Blantyre House open prison near 
Maidstone. He is allowed out as part 
of his release plan, but was upset 
when told to pay for his own haircuts. 

On a weekly wage of £9.50, he 
argued the prison service was 
responsible for maintaining his 
health, and a decent haircut was part 
of that. 

After his victory, he wrote to tell 
inmates’ online newspaper Inside 
Time, and took the chance to lament 


on the need to go to court, saying it 
should be a “last resort”. 

Hanson, a regular contributor, 
wrote: “Readers might like to know 
the claim was finally settled and the 
whole of the amount (£128 including 
costs) claimed for haircuts in the com¬ 
munity whilst on day absences from 
prison was paid to me. 

“I argued the Prison Service has a 
duty of care to make provisions for 
this need as they might do any other, 
and the fact that most prisons do so, 
and more so in the female estate, was 
a point I was trying to make.” 

He had previously written: “My 
argument concluded that I should not 
contribute towards my own 
imprisonment, and hair-cut¬ 
ting is a necessary require¬ 
ment for the preservation of 
self-respect and decency.” 

Inmates are allowed to cut 


each other’s hair, but Hanson said 
there was no guarantee “proper 
health and hygiene practices were 
followed - as one would expect of pro¬ 
fessional hairdressers”. 

But the outcome of the case has not 
pleased the Prison Service, which is 
now looking at ways to reduce litiga¬ 
tion from cells. 

Despite government lawyers agree¬ 
ing the state had a duty of care for 
prisoners, including “health care, 
health and hygience”, a Ministry of 
Justice spokesman revealed: “Minis¬ 
ters are looking carefully at the issue 
of prisoner litigation and at how to 
avoid a litigation culture in prisons.”

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Camera snaps 6,600 cars

THE average speed cameras along 
the A2 passing Cobham snapped 
more than 6,000 drivers in just two 
years. 

And the Kent and Medway Safety Camera 
Partnership, which runs the speed traps, is 
baffled as to why an average of more than nine 
drivers a day were caught. 

A spokesman said: “The signs are big 
enough, and the cameras were on top of large 
gantries so it should have been almost impos¬ 
sible for drivers not to be aware of them.” 

The cameras were in operation through 
roadworks from Cobham to Pepper Hill near 
Gravesend. The fine is £60 and three pen¬ 
alty points. 

The A2 was completely realigned in the area 
over the two years. 

The cameras snapped a total of 6,616 drivers 
breaking the average 50mph speed limit. 

The new camera system takes a note of a 
vehicle’s registration as it enters the speed 
restriction zone, and then again at the end. 


Computers then calculate the time taken to 
pass through the zone, and an average speed 
is worked out by dividing the distance by the 
time taken. 

Slowing for intermediate cameras and then 
speeding up when passing has little effect, the 
partnership said, because they take the aver¬ 
age speed, not the speed when passing each 
camera. 

A spokesman said: “If all the tickets has 
been paid at £60 that would have produced 
just under £397,000. 

“But for a whole variety of reasons like the 
case went to court, or failing to provide details 
of the driver, or those who already have nine 
points, we found 4,543 fixed penalty tickets 
were paid, producing £272,580, which is still 
a lot. 

“We only get somewhere around 80 per cent 
paid as fixed penalties. 

“We are genuinely concerned that we are 
picking up so many offences, particularly in 
roadworks. 

“The reality is, people seem to think if they 
can’t see road workers then the speed doesn’t 
apply, or that it only applies when they get to 
the first cone, doesn’t apply at 3am, or doesn’t 
apply on a Sunday.

HIGH VIS: Speed cameras are unmissable 


“People treat roadworks as an optional speed 
restricted area. We don’t see a good level of 
obedience in roadworks any more than we do 


at our fixed-camera sites. That is a concern 
and we want to change that. 

“Drivers are putting themselves at risk, and 
if there are road workers there, they are at 
risk too. 

“On somewhere like the A2, there was no 
hard shoulder, narrow lanes, lots of things can 
go wrong and we can’t tolerate 70mph traffic 
when you have temporary road layouts, chi¬ 
canes and contraflow systems. 

“There is a reason why there is a speed limit 
and a reason why we enforce them, but the 
public don’t seem to realise quite how risky it 
is to drive through a set of roadworks. 

“When they blatantly ignore these high-visi¬ 
bility cameras on top of the bright yellow 
gantries, they can only expect a ticket. 

“People can’t say they don’t know about 
them. We put up large signs. 

“We want people to know speed limits in 
roadworks are mandatory. Sadly, they just 
don’t get the message. 

“As far as we are concerned, 6,600 tickets 
were issued and that is 6,600 too many. 

“These systems are out there, they are real, 
they are live, they do detect you, and if you 
think they are not working, there are 6,600 
people who can tell you otherwise.”

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Hands off the nest 

BIRDS are in the middle of their breeding 
season and the RSPB in Kent is asking peo¬ 
ple to leave well alone and let nature take 
its course 

The wildlife charity warns that if they 
don’t, there is a significant risk young birds 
won’t survive. 

The phone lines at the RSPB are jammed 
in May with calls from people who have 
found young birds that appear to be aban¬ 
doned or distressed. 

The RSPB’s Richard James said: “If you 
discover a nest please don’t touch it. As soon 
as it is disturbed you risk the mother aban¬ 
doning her eggs or chicks.” 


A RUSTY piece of steel found washed up 
on Ramsgate beach has been traced back 70 years 
to a Spitfire shot down by German pilots, writes 
Steve Knight. 

Military enthusiast Tony Ovenden discovered the part earlier this 
month and was intrigued by the marking written on the side, so 
much so that he placed a picture on the internet and appealed for 
anyone with information to get in touch. 

The 52-year-old’s research eventually led him to Sgt Guy 
Alexander Chestnut, whose aircraft was 
destroyed by German fighter pilots on 
June 11,1941. 

Mr Ovenden said: “I often go to the 
beach specifically to look for old aircraft 
parts because I’ve come across quite a lot 
over the years. 

“Aircraft lost at sea often end up on the 
seabed and take a very long time to 
break up, and judging by how corroded 
this piece was it must have been in the 
sand for a while too. 

“When I picked it up I noticed the 
stamp mark VACB534 which showed 
that it had been checked and passed by 
the manufacturer, but I didn’t know 
what the number stood for. 

“After I put it on the internet I was con¬ 
tacted by someone who specialises in old 
aircraft parts. He told me the VACB 
stood for Vickers Armstrong Castle 
Bromwich which was a firm that used to 
make Spitfires.” 

Horrific 

Mr Ovenden’s next port of call was to 
local aviation historian John Williams, 
who identified the craft as belonging to 
Sgt Chestnut - a member of the Royal 
Canadian Air Force who was based at 
Biggin Hill. 

The brave pilot was making his way to 
RAF Manston when he was caught up in 
a dog fight with Messerschmitt Bf 109 
planes that sent him crashing into the 
East Cliff area of Ramsgate cliffs. His 
body is now buried in Margate cemetery. 

Both Mr Ovenden and Mr Williams, 
who are members of the Margate 
Historical Society, said they felt it was 
important to record and remember those 
who lost their lives in conflict. 

Mr Williams said: “Air warfare in the 
1940s was a young man’s game. Our pilots 
were basically flying through enemy fire 
in an aluminium tube and it must have 
been absolutely horrific to be on the end of 
it. Their sacrifices should never be forgot¬ 
ten. Had it not been for them, we might 
all now be speaking German and paying 
our taxes to the Berlin city council.”

MAIDSTONE MP Ann Widde¬ 
combe has admitted she would 
be interested in becoming an 
interim Speaker in the House of 
Commons after the resignation 
of Michael Martin. 

She told Kent on Sunday: “I wouldn’t do it 
in the long term because I’ve already made 
it clear I am retiring at the next election.” 

But she added: “If Parliament considers 
that an arrangement might be the best 
thing in the circumstances, that is different. 
I am listening to what people are saying.” 

Among those backing her as a replace¬ 
ment for Mr Martin - who decided to stand 
down in the wake of criticism over the MPs’ 
expenses furore - is Nigel Evans, the 
Conservative MP for Ribble Valley. 

He said: 

“Parliament is in 
need of serious 
reform. I would like 
to see Ann 
Widdecombe in the 
Speaker’s chair 
helping to lead that 
reform. She has 
served her con¬ 
stituents with dis¬ 
tinction for many 
years. She is 
respected across 
the House and well 
known in the coun¬ 
try for her integrity, independence and high 
moral standing. I hope Ann puts her name 
forward and if she does I will back her all 
the way.” 

When it was pointed out she was becom¬ 
ing a popular choice, Miss Widdecombe 
said: ‘Well, I would like to think so, but the 
only place where popularity counts for this 
purpose is in the House of Commons, 
because that is where the votes are. All I 
can say is I am still listening to people.” 

And even if she did become Speaker, the 
61-year-old confirmed she will be standing 
down at the next general election. 

She said: “Yes, that is definite.” 

Another Kent MP mentioned as a possi¬ 
ble candidate is senior backbencher Roger 
Gale, Tory member for Thanet North. 

He is being backed by Craig Murray, who 
desribes himself a “Scottish dissident, 
human rights activist, writer and former 
British ambassador”. 

‘Prejudice’ 

He is Rector of the University of Dundee 
and an Honorary Research Fellow at the 
University of Lancaster School of Law 

He wrote on his blog: “Michael Martin 
singlehandedly justifies every prejudice we 
Edinburgh people have against the self- 
serving, chancing whingers from the West 
[Glasgow]. 

“He shouldn’t resign. He should be ceremo¬ 
niously drowned in Douglas Hogg’s moat. 
We’ve paid for it, so we might as well use it. 

“New Labour have had two Speakers in a 
row. That’s enough. The Liberals want to 
foist Ming Campbell on us, but he is 
already as insufferably pompous as he is 
dull-witted. 

“He would be a disaster as Speaker. They 
offer Alan Beith as an alternative, but he’s 
stupefyingly dull. 

“I am hereby declaring for Roger Gale for 
Speaker. He is a former director of Blue 
Peter. If you can control John Noakes, Peter 
Purves and Shep, then the House of 
Commons should be a doddle. 

“More seriously, I worked with him on 
election observation in Ghana and he is 
dead straight, alarmingly energetic and 
with a real passion for democracy.” 

It is understood Mr Gale has not yet 
thrown his hat in the ring. 

On Friday, the shortest odds on Mr Gale 
becoming Speaker were 20-1, Miss 
Widdecombe was 10-1 and Ashford’s Tory 
MP Damian Green was 50-1.

OUT OF CHARACTER: Charity goes against Darwin’s theory of survival of the fittest 


There’s nothing 
generous about 
charitable acts 


WHY men give money to beggars 
in an effort to improve their own 
sex appeal is one of the topics 
explored in a talk about charita¬ 
ble works and how they square 
with Darwin’s theories of evolu¬ 
tion, writes Jenna Pudelek. 

Mark van Vugt, professor of social psychol¬ 
ogy at the University of Kent, is one of the 
organisers of a series of six symposiums 
about the great naturist and his legacy to 
mark the 200th anniversary of Darwin’s 
birth and the 150th anniversary of the publi¬ 
cation of his On The Origin of Species. 

The seminar on Friday, at the university’s 
Canterbury campus, will explore charity giv¬ 
ing, philanthropy and volunteer work in rela¬ 
tion to the theories of Darwin, who lived in 
Down House near Orpington. 

“Basically what we are trying to do is look 
at the motivation and psychology under 
altruistic behaviour, because helping people 
is not necessarily in tune with evolutionary 
theory,” Prof van Vugt said. “We will be talk¬ 
ing about donating to charity, volunteering 
and conservation - behaviour that is a cost to 
yourself and of benefit to another. 

“Darwin’s theory of evolution says organ¬ 
isms should basically benefit themselves not 


others, how can you reconcile that fact when 
there is so much altruism going on?” 

Prof van Vugt said this was a question that 
troubled Darwin himself, who came up with 
theories of his own, and social scientists have 
since come up with a range of answers. 

Reputation can play an important part in 
our reasons for giving. For example, busi¬ 
nessmen and women donating to charities 
show the company is responsible and values 
society, he said. In a recession, it can also 
show that an individual can still afford to 
give and is therefore wealthy enough. 

Giving can also be part of our instinct to 
find a mate: “We are also going to show in the 
seminar that it helps to attract attention 
from members of the opposite sex. Men are 
more likely to give money to a beggar in the 
presence of their girlfriend to impress their 
mate, which can happen subconsciously.” 

The aim of the seminars is to look at the 
practical use of evolutionary psychology as a 
tool for informing social policy. 

A wide range of people, including psycholo¬ 
gists, economists and those involved with 
policy development in the public and private 
sectors will be taking part.

New film gets to the 
heart of the matter

Graduate takes 

trip to Rwanda 
to document 
lifesaving team 

A YOUNG film-maker has 
just returned from war-torn 
Rwanda after producing his first 
feature-length project, writes 
Chris Murphy. 

Leon McCarron, 22, from Canterbury, fol¬ 
lowed a heart surgery team and filmed their 
progress as they saved lives in the African 
country. 

Leon said: “I take on freelance film projects 
and also work at the Gulbenkian Theatre 
and cinema. I studied film at the University 
of Kent, graduating last June, with a first- 
class honours. 

“My latest and biggest project to date was 
a feature-length documentary entitled 
Murakaza Neza Team Heart. It was an inde¬ 
pendent production, devised and directed by 
Hayley Jannesen, based in London. 

“The film follows a team of doctors, sur¬ 
geons and clinicians from the Brigham and 
Women’s Hospital in Boston, America, as they 
travel to the capital of Rwanda, Kigali, to per¬ 
form essential heart surgery on patients suf¬ 
fering from rheumatic heart disease. 

“Hayley and I travelled to Boston at the 
end of March and filmed the team preparing 
to leave, then accompanied them on their 
three-week mission in Kigali. 

“They performed 13 successful heart 
surgeries during their time there and also 
provided teaching for the local Rwandese 
doctors and nurses. 

“This is the second year Team Heart, as 
they are called, have visited the King Faisal 
Hospital in Kigali where the operations took 
place. Their long-term aim is to return every 
year for up to 10 years and eventually create 


a self-sustaining cardiac care program in 
Rwanda, which would also be the first of its 
kind in sub-Saharan Africa. 

Launch 

‘We filmed the whole mission, including 
the actual open-heart surgeries themselves. 
Editing is currently getting started and we 
will probably be in post-production for up to 
eight months.”

Bite into a British berry 


Celebrity chef Richard Phillips is a supporter 
of our 2009 KOS Media campaign, encouraging 
readers to buy from local suppliers. In the 
latest of his exclusive columns, he takes a 
close-up look at the joys of the strawberry - 
and shares one of his favourite recipes. 




THE taste of the summer for many is best encapsu¬ 
lated with a mouth-watering Kentish strawberry and 
the first strawberries of the season are now being 
picked and packed in the next basket from 
Foodforkent.co.uk. 

The British strawberry is iconic and conjures visions of what is 
best about living in England. 

For some the taste brings back memories of times gone by, 
when life seemed less hurried and simpler, and for others it is ten¬ 
nis at Wimbledon and the hope of glory on the tennis court. 

Now is the perfect time to add strawberries to your shopping 
list at wwwfoodforkent.co.uk as they are coming through thick 
and fast and are of great quality; packed full of flavour. 

I managed to taste quite a few from different Kent suppliers 
when I was down at the Foodforkent.co.uk HQ filming the third 
episode of my new internet TV series, Made in Great Britain, 
which you can view at www.pod3.tv or download the full episode 
free from iTunes. 

During my visit to Bank Farm in Aldington, near Ashford, I was 
also able to pick some fresh asparagus and went foraging for 
wild garlic, which is bang in season at the minute and sadly only 
lasts for about one more month. 

Wild garlic is so versatile and can be used in salads but 
also adds flavour to soups or even to infuse cream for dauphi- 
noisse potatoes. 


The flower can be used to garnish fish dishes and even to lift 
a salad. 

While at Bank Farm, one thing which greatly impressed me 
was the free-range egg farm and how well the chickens were 
kept and how happy they seem. Happy chickens produce great 
eggs. I took some away with me and cooked a poached egg dish 
with the freshly picked asparagus - heaven. Duck eggs are cur¬ 
rently in abundance at the moment too and there are some spe¬ 
cial deals on Foodforkent.co.uk which you can take advantage of. 

Talking of things nostalgic, I was back in school earlier this 
month opening a new dining room and kitchen at the Sutton 
Valence Preparatory School in Chart Sutton, Maidstone, and did 
a cooking demonstration to 200 children, parents, teachers 
and governors. 

We did a quiz with the children on food from around the coun¬ 


ty and why we should buy local and what advantages it brings to 
the environment and our pockets. They loved it, and it was great 
to see how aware the children were of the issues and how they 
understood that by buying local and fresh produce the taste is so 
much more enhanced. It was a great day. 

My recipe today is one of my favourite deserts, bakewell tart 
with Kentish strawberries and this is a dish that conjures up all 
of those nostalgic images and feelings of summers past and 
those to come. I hope you enjoy it and don't forget if you have any 
cooking or recipe questions, email me at richard.phillips@kosme- 
dia.co.uk and I will be happy to answer them. 



Bakewell tart with 
Kentish strawberries 


Ingredients 

1 x sheet of shop -bought puff pastry 
4 tablespoons of strawberry jam 
Almond paste (see recipe below) 

2 egg yolks (for the egg wash) 

1 quantity of royal icing (see recipe below) 

Handful of flaked almonds 
1 punnet of Kentish strawberries 

1 tablespoon of icing sugar 

2 tablespoons of balsamic vinegar 
Vanilla ice-cream or cream to serve 

Almond Paste - combine ingredients 

200g butter 

200g caster sugar 

lOOg whisked eggs 

50g plain flour 

lOOg ground almonds 

Royal icing - combine ingredients 
225g icing sugar 
35g egg whites 
splash of lemon juice 

Method 

• Roll out the puff pastry to a 3mm thickness 

• Butter four individual tartlet cases and line with the 
rolled-out pastry 

• Place a tablespoon of the jam in the base of each one. 
Pipe in the almond paste, leave space at the top of the 
mould, brush with the egg wash, now place another 
sheet of rolled out puff pastry over the top. Using a 
rolling pin, roll over the tartlet mould to cut off the 
edges. Leave to rest for 20min. 

• Pre heat the oven to 170c. 

• Using a palate knife, spread a thin layer of royal icing 
over the top of the tart and sprinkle with a few flakes of 
almonds. 

• Bake in a pre-heated oven for 20min or until golden 
brown on top. 

• Warm the strawberries in a pan with the icing sugar 
and balsamic vinegar for 

3-4minutes, just until the juices start to come out of the 
strawberries. Allow to cool 

• Place the strawberries on top of the tart and serve 
with a scoop of ice-cream or drizzled with cream.

A display of stealth

A £1 charge 
may not seem a lot to make a fuss about, but 
it is a further example of the stealth 
employed in implementing erosions of our 
freedoms.

Lacking political will 

Leslie Turner is missing the point about 
meeting housing need (KoS, last week). 

First of all, current mortgage and transaction 
costs are much too high for most would-be 
first-time buyers. 

Until this changes, building houses will not 
be meeting the demands of the poorest 
would-be purchasers, only meeting the needs 
of those who already own property and have 
some capital in consequence. 

Secondly, we have 18,000 empty homes and 
about 6,000 serviceable industrial and retail 
buildings empty in Kent. All these should be 
used before we build more houses. There are 
also persistently empty areas of industrial 
estates which should be re-zoned for housing. 

Thirdly, since an excess of credit 
contributed to creating the recession, it is not 
in anyone’s interest to extend credit over- 
generously once again. 

We need more social housing to meet local 
demand, preferably with councils being 
empowered to buy property on the open mar¬ 
ket. But the Government is squeezing local 
council spending while maintaining many 
areas of central government spending on 
things we do not need - such as the national 
ID card or the escalating costs of new 
computer systems for the NHS. 

There are enough resources to meet local 
housing demand. But we lack a government 
willing to meet this challenge, leaving 
construction workers on the dole instead.

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Human compassion 

I am sorry Mr Holder (Letters, last week) 
seems to believe that anyone who cares about 
the suffering of animals is against medical 
research, which is not the case, as I would like 
to see real scientific research not the outdated, 
unreliable, unethical animal-based research 
that is a danger to human health. 

Mr Holder is obviously unaware of organisa¬ 
tions such as the Dr Hadwen Trust, the 
Humane Research Trust and the Lord 
Dowding Fund that fund non-animal based 
research at hospitals and universities and 
strive to develop new techniques to replace 
animals in experimentation, and benefit 
humans at the same time. 

Some recent research projects include viral 
brain infections, cystic fibrosis, asthma, neu¬ 
rofibromatosis, liver damage, brain research 


and brain imaging, breast cancer, pneumonia, 
multiple sclerosis, premature labour and pain 
research, all without using any animals. 

By using more reliable, cheaper, faster and 
sophisticated technologies, accurate knowledge 
can be quickly gained, bypassing misleading 
animal tests. 

No other industry still uses such outdated 
methods, all others have moved with the times. 
Also, only 1.16 per cent of human illnesses are 
ever seen in animals, 98.4 per cent never are. 

Rats are 37 per cent effective in identifying 
what causes cancer. Flipping a coin would be 
more accurate. The science journal Nature 
recently stated the use of mice as ‘models’ for 
testing drugs is, “nearly useless”. 

In the past year alone three new Alzheimer’s 
drugs that appeared promising in mice failed 
in all clinical trials due to the fact that scien¬ 
tists can only mimic the disease in mice by 
deforming their brains as they do not get 
Alzheimer’s disease. 

Also a dozen drugs to treat amyotrophic lat¬ 


eral sclerosis, a progressive disease of the 
nerves, failed completely in human trials 
with one of the drugs actually making the 
condition worse. 

In the wake of high-profile vaccine fail¬ 
ures for Aids, some of which actually 
increased the risk of infection, the US 
National Institute of Allergy and Infectious 
Diseases admitted that SHIV, an artificial 
virus, meant to mimic the human virus but 
capable of infecting animals, really doesn’t 
predict that well at all. 

Any ‘in-house’ inquiries into animal test¬ 
ing led by vivisectors, ex-vivisectors or peo¬ 
ple with interests in companies associated 
with vivisection are hardly transparent, 
impartial and independent. 

The truth is that thousands of drugs 
passed as safe in animals have been with¬ 
drawn or banned due to their effect on 
human health, while vivisection inflicts dis¬ 
eases and illnesses artificially in healthy 
animals, which is not remotely similar to 
how humans contract these diseases and ill¬ 
nesses in the first place. 

Cures for cancer, childhood diseases, HIV 
and other problems depend on moving away 
from misleading animal experiments to real 
science and research.

If progress against disease has been made 
over time via animal testing, arguably it 
would have manifested anyway without 
such testing, as nature moves us on and 
forward. 

We will not be allowed to top nature, for 
as sure as one illness is cured we find 
another in the wings to keep us in place. 

Rather than relying on animal testing, all 
of us should have more informed education 
from childhood via parents and schooling 
about being responsible for our own health 
through diet, exercise, relaxation, etc. 
Quoting statistics about how many say this 
or how many say that on animal testing is a 
hollow gesture; mere numbers. 

I could as easily quote figures in the other 
direction, but it is pointless and achieves no 
end. 

That we, as humans, believe we can 
apportion whatever our minds devise for 
animals has to be bom of an indescribable 
arrogance and brings shame on us all by 
complicity. 

Animals do not belong to us to wear, eat, 
kill, maim, torture or abuse in any other 
fashion we can invent. We share this planet 
with all of creation. 

It begs the question that if the animals 
are exterminated (and we are certainly 
hurtling towards that end) then man will 
simply turn on fellow man.

DID you lose any plants last win¬ 
ter? I know I did, and I feel rather 
puzzled, as some survived when 
the books say they shouldn’t, while 
others died when they should have 
been fine. That is one of the joys of 
gardening, never being totally in 
control. 


Ways to cut 
losing loved 


back on 
plants 


Now is the time to take cuttings of perenni¬ 
als and shrubs. It is an insurance policy 
against suffering any more losses next winter. 

To take a softwood cutting look for the fresh, 
new growth, the bright green, and often 
quite brittle young shoots. Choose a 
shoot that is at least 10cm, four inches 
in length, without any flower buds. 

Gently break the shoot off back at 
the main stem or cut an appropriate 
length. 

Before taking any cuttings you 
have to do a little housework. Good 
hygiene is the most important part of 
the process as you have to use perfect- 
ly clean pots. I clean mine in a weak solu¬ 
tion of bleach, rinse well and allow them to 
dry. Ensure your watering can is clean also. 
Take a look at what collects in a watering can 
that has been left outside over the winter; it is 
a microcosm of life. It is a good idea to keep a 
watering can for indoor and greenhouse plants 
only, and clean it regularly. 

To ensure my compost is very free-draining I 
mix up one third each general purpose com¬ 
post, sharp sand and perlite. Fill the pots with 
compost, firming it down gently, place the pots 
in a shallow tray of water to allow the compost 
to soak up water. Then use a dibber or lolly 
stick to ease the cuttings into the compost. 

Keep the cuttings moist; some trickier cut¬ 
tings need their own personal misting system. 
The easy way to achieve this is to cover the pot 
with a plastic bag, propped up with short 



sticks to keep the plastic from touching the 
cuttings. If you have a large number of pots 
Heath Robinson could be very helpful, with 
ideas to help you fashion some sort of dome 
over the pots. 

Label the pots using a permanent marker pen 
and place them in a cool spot, out of direct sun¬ 
light. Check them regularly, ensuring that they 
are kept moist and free from slugs and snails. 

Shrubs that are easy to root from softwood 
cuttings include Ceanothus, Buddleja, 
Hydrangea, some Clematis, Wisteria, Abelia 
and Abutilon. 


If the leaves are large simply cut them in half. 

Perennials are growing fast at this time of 
year, and you can take tip cuttings from good 
strong shoots without flower buds. Penstemon, 
Osteospermum, Salvia, Verbena, Dianthus, 
Diasca and Pelargoniums are all easy to root 
from cuttings. 

You can try to take a cutting of anything at 
all, don’t be put off if the books tell you that 
great skill is needed. If it is your favourite 
plant, you are bound to give it that little bit of 
extra attention and that could be all it needs 
to make it grow.

SMALLER gardens are the talk 
of Chelsea Flower Show this 
year as several big sponsors have 
pulled out because of the credit 
crunch, so it’s timely that 
Chelsea veteran and award-win¬ 
ning designer Andrew Mclndoe 
has been contemplating the easi¬ 
est ways to downsize. 

“Leaving a garden that you have created 
and enjoyed to downsize to a smaller plot is 
difficult, and it would be all too easy to be 
negative about change and to hang on to 
the past,” says Mclndoe, designer of the 
Hillier exhibit, which holds the unprece¬ 
dented record of 63 consecutive gold medals 
at Chelsea. 

Now he has written a book, Losing The 
Plot, for people who want or need to down¬ 
size, for whatever reason, and offers the fol¬ 
lowing top-10 tips: 

1. See this as an opportunity to start 
afresh with a blank canvas. Do not try to 
replicate your previous garden on a smaller 
scale - it rarely works. Design a new garden 
to meet your needs. 

2. Do not attempt to dig up lots of plants 
and take them with you if you move. Yes, 
there are bound to be one or two old friends 
you will want to keep, but limit yourself to 
those that will move successfully. 

3. Make any radical changes at the outset. 
Tired old paving does not improve with age, 
it gets worse. If you need to install or 
replace fences and buildings, do it at the 
beginning before you start planting. 

4. Plan or redesign your garden from 
where you will see it most - usually from 
the windows of the house. This will influ¬ 
ence where you put features and utilities, 
and will ensure that you can enjoy your gar¬ 
den throughout the year. 

5. Choose plants that work hard to earn

their keep, which have more than one season 
of interest and need little attention. Of 
course you can allow yourself a few guilty 
pleasures, but it is those good old evergreen 
garden stalwarts that hold the planting 
scheme together. 

6. Keep an open mind to radical ways of 
gardening. You do not have to have a lawn. 
You do not have to grow roses. A raised bed 
or two might make life easier. It might be fun 
to grow a few vegetables in containers, even 
if you have never bothered with them before. 

7. Make use of pots and containers 
and consider more permanent planting. 
Seasonal bedding plants need replacing 
twice during the year to maintain all-year- 
round interest. Limit bulbs and bedding 
plants to a few pots and group them with 
other permanently planted ones. 

8. Consider somewhere to sit and enjoy the 
garden. You need a comfortable seat or set of 
furniture somewhere accessible and ready to 
use in nice weather. Treat yourself. It will 
make morning coffee, afternoon tea or 
evening drinks in the garden part of your 
daily routine. 

9. Your preference for 


certain plants changes over the years. If 
there is something you have always wanted 
to grow, now is your chance. A new horticul¬ 
tural challenge will rekindle your passion for 
plants. 

10. Take a firm line with gifts of plants 
from neighbours, friends and family. If you do 
not like it, want it, or it does nothing for your 
garden, do not plant it. Gardens are easily 
filled up with well-meaning offerings of ram¬ 
pant perennials and inferior occasion roses.

May on the plot 

BLACKFLY ON BROAD BEANS 

Blackfly can completely devastate a crop of 
broad beans at this time of year. They are the 
great enemy of broads. At flowering time 
masses of these irritating sap-sucking pests 
can descend on a crop and extract the life out 
of the beans as they form. It does not happen 
every year but Dirty Nails has suffered such 
heartbreak, and tries a number of ways to 
avoid this problem. 

In years when blackfly is rife, he pinches 
out the growing tips of his plants and bums 
them. This removes the tenderest bit which 
the blackfly like best. For other affected 
areas, he makes up a weak washing-up liq¬ 
uid and water dilution and dispenses this 
with a hand-held mist sprayer. He does this 
on a daily basis but it is not always satisfac¬ 
tory. The most successful tactic Dirty Nails 
has used to beat blackfly is to sow broad 
beans direct into the ground during 
November. This way a variety such as 
‘Aquadulce’ will grow on slowly throughout 
the winter months and produce pods for 
picking a fortnight or so earlier than a 
spring-sown crop. The important thing is 
that autumn-sown broads are usually pro¬ 
ductive before blackfly are a problem. If they 
do clash, the advanced state of growth ren¬ 
ders these broads more able to withstand 
attack. 

In some years Dirty Nails has had to write 
off his spring-sown Witkiem. All is not lost 
however, as elsewhere on the veg plot 
Aquadulce is already feeding the family and 
there is hardly a blackfly in sight. 
NURSERY BEDS 

‘Nursery beds’ bridge the gap between 
seedling and developing young adult; areas 


of the veg patch set aside for nursing 
seedlings through pricking-out from trays to 
planting-out in the main plot. Hardy crops 
like brassicas (the ‘cabbage tribe’) and leeks 
are classic benefactors from this system of 
husbandry, where small plants can be loving¬ 
ly nurtured through their tenderest stages 
under a close and watchful eye. A high densi¬ 
ty of veggies is cultivated in this small area, 
with careful attention paid to weed control 
and watering. In many respects this process 
is like potting-on into a larger container 
(which is a method Dirty Nails uses to bring- 
on his courgettes and squashes before 
nestling them into the ground as soon as the 
risk of frost has passed). 


Handling at all times must be done with a 
deft touch. Seedlings are especially vulnera¬ 
ble to damage and bruising. Light manoeu¬ 
vring, only holding the leaves, is essential, 
and roots should be kept as intact as possi¬ 
ble. By the time they are ready to move on 
they should be tough little customers. None- 
the-less, a considered fork must be skilfully 
employed to loosen and lift the roots. With 
leeks, Dirty Nails gathers them up in bunch¬ 
es and wraps his charges in damp newspaper 
to bridge the gap between nursery and main 
bed.

These people work tirelessly, 
often in the face of both verbal and physical 
abuse, to ensure the Hunting Act, which is 
supported by 75 per cent of the population, 
is effectively enforced. 

The bottom line is that the Hunting Act is 
the law of the land and no-one - not even a 
hunter - is above that.

We also ask people to write to their MP, 
asking them to encourage the Government 
to ban the use of animals in circuses.

A MOTHER-OF-TWO has turned 
her childhood dream into a suc¬ 
cessful business and is now pass¬ 
ing on her cake-making skills to a 
growing number of eager students. 

Annabelle Gheur, who lives in Barming, 
near Maidstone, is set to become the first 
person in Kent to offer a masters diploma 
qualification in cake decorating when the 
courses launch in September. 

“It’s really exciting because at the moment 
the only recognised qualification is a City & 
Guilds, and for cake decorating you have to 
go to London,” she said. 

“PME, manufacturers of cake decorating 
equipment, have seen there is a huge gap 
where people want to learn and a lot want to 
set up their own businesses from home, but 
there is nothing to help them.”

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MAZDA might have staged a 
comeback as the sporty 'Zoom 
Zoom’ brand, but it knows that 
real stability and growth comes 
from everyday models. 

It was here that the brand came unstuck 
before, relying too much on glamour rub¬ 
bing off from racy models like the MX-5 
and RX-series. 

The first generation Mazda3 played a 
major role in the Japanese brand’s recovery, 
creating a serious rival in the Ford Focus - 
a car to which it was closely related though, 
via Ford’s significant Mazda shareholding. 

However, while it was a good drive, it had 
several flaws: the styling of the hatchback 
seemed dowdy and bloated and the interior 
looked dull as newer rivals pitched up, 
while cabin refinement fell short. 

Virtually all of this was put right this 
week by the launch of the second genera¬ 
tion car: the styling is evolutionary rather 
than revolutionary, but the plain ‘face’ of 
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the car now wears a big grin and the flanks 
are sharper and more muscular. 

It is as if the car has had a long spell at a 
health spa, especially as Mazda has given it 
the now familiar eco-friendly ‘Mazda 
makeover’ - like all recent new Mazdas, it 
is lighter, leaner and greener. 

Inside, there is a lot of the latest Mazda6 
about the layout, style and quality of the 
user-friendly dashboard and the space and 
airiness makes you wonder whether 
Mazda has risked cannibalising sales of the 
car’s big brother. 

Until, that is, you realise that rear 
legroom is only average for the family 
hatchback sector let alone challenging that 
found in the next one up. 

On the road also feels like a reunion with 
an old friend; the Mark 1 was tidy in the 
handling department and the new car feels 


the same, only tauter and sharper with a 
more consistent ride. 

This catapults it into the leading pack in 
its sector, although slightly off the pace for 
refinement set by the latest VW Golf. 

Nevertheless, the Mazda would be a styl¬ 
ish and sensible choice with fuel economy 
up 16 per cent across the board, while emis¬ 
sions are down by nearly 20, helped by a 
15-kilo weight saving over its predecessor. 

Prices look reasonable too (£13,500- 
19,900) - the £21,500 MPS hot hatch flag¬ 
ship arrives soon to add glamour. 

For now, powertrains include four petrol 
units and three new turbodiesels; I missed 
out on the new 185PS (182bhp) 2.2-litre 
performance diesel though others spoke in 
glowing terms, but the same capacity 
150PS option was pretty impressive. 

With a typically crisp Mazda gearbox, 



this version was a responsive delight along 
a mix of straight road and winding stuff, 
with the extra weight of the diesel ‘lump’ 
adding to that big-car feel. 

I also tried the 109PS (107bhp) 1.6-litre 
‘cooking’ diesel, which naturally felt light¬ 
weight after the 2.2 yet still lively and 
should be a popular seller even if a bit gruff 
under pressure. 

A 105PS 1.6-litre petrol completed my 
test driving; after the diesels it needed lots 
of gearchanging to make progress on a 
challenging test route, but I enjoyed myself 
thanks to the car’s tidy handling and the 
gearbox. Which is where the Mazda3 used 
to score anyway, but it now has the benefit 
of a sharper look and stronger personality.

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Megane’s stylish coupe 
statement is cut short 


ONE of the clever motor market¬ 
ing trends recently has been the 
transformation of the humble 
three-door hatchback into the 
Sports Hatch, the SportCoupe or 
the ‘Bird Magnet’. 

Okay, I lied about the last one and anyone 
who was about to Google the price of one, 
might find that a decent chat-up line works 
better than a flash motor... 

Fact is though, this racy re-packaging of 
what used to be the humblest and often loss¬ 
leading version of a family hatchback range 
has turned seriously profitable. No wonder 
carmakers have vied to come up with the sex¬ 
iest and most low-slung versions lately. 

After admiring the five-door version, I await 
the first glimpse of the next three-door 
Vauxhall Astra with great interest, but the 
current star of this show is the Renault 
Megane Coupe (from £15,250). 

This car really does justify the coupe label 
with its elegantly tapered rear roofline and 
tail and upswept rear windowline. 

Ironically, while it might look even more rad¬ 
ical and aggressive than its predecessor - 
famed for its upright rear glass and stepped 
boot and equally sassy TV adverts - the new 
coupe is also more practical. 

And if the styling feels more harmonious, it 
is echoed by the construction and this is a key

factor with this new breed of three-door hatch 
turned ‘coupe’; if the carmakers want the extra 
profits from selling desirability rather than 
functionality then these cars must look the 
part inside. 

The Megane hits the mark here, in terms of 
both quality and style though the execution is 
not perfect; rarefy have I encountered a sound 
system as irritating to use as this Renault, but 
perhaps that is because I reckon such devices 



should be intuitive rather than requiring the 
manual to be studied like a textbook. 

On the plus side, I liked the big digital 
speedo dead ahead, with a conventional rev 
counter immediately to the left for enthusi¬ 
asts. The front of the cabin is also well-organ¬ 
ised and airy, helped by the £1,250 glass roof - 
also packaged with Bluetooth connectivity and 
that ‘premium’ sound system mentioned earli¬ 
er - of our mid-range 2.0 TCE 180 Dynamique 


model (£18,650), though this ‘skylight’ cannot 
match the current Astra’s unbroken panoram¬ 
ic roof - that makes you feel like you are pilot¬ 
ing a light plane or glider (see Motors TV at 
www.carsforkent.co.uk). 

The rear of the car is roomy with an armrest 
‘organiser’ should you wish to use the space as 
an office, but those high and wickedly raked 
rear windows are near impossible for kids to see 
out of. The boot is surprisingly generous for this

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class though, despite the sharply raked tailgate. 

However, while the Megane can measure up 
visually to the coupe image, it starts to fall 
short on the open road and especially when 
you have the test car’s muscular turbocharged 
2.0-litre petrol engine to play with. 

This free-revving muscular 178bhp unit 
begs you to use its power, but the six-speed 
shift really ought to be more precise for a car 
aiming to be seen as a sporting machine. 


And the chassis set-up does not really 
advance the cause either; it compromises han¬ 
dling for comfort, but ends up pleasing neither 
cause, feeling vague on the comers - steering 
feedback could be better too - and then being 
unduly restless on poor surfaces. 

The more I drove it, the more the suspicion 
lingered that Renault had saved development 
money by re-working and clothing the previ¬ 
ous Megane rather than going for an all-new 


effort - the same penny-pinching approach 
has hamstrung the brand’s current Laguna. 

Still, I’m drawn back to the car’s two big plus 
points: a gorgeous engine and possibly the 
coolest coupe body of the moment. 

My advice would be go for the junior models 
and get your street cred on the cheap.

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AFTER a few misfires, the 
Government scheme to persuade 
people to trade bangers for new 
cars was bump-started this week. 

Most carmakers and participating (please 
note) dealers will give you at least £2,000 off 
a new motor if you allow them to drive your 
old one into the crusher, but it must be at 
least 10 years old. 

Chancellor Darling’s helping hand to 
motor industry and trade workers after 
months of tumbling new car registrations 
was soon shown to be half-hearted, since 
only 50 per cent of the cash comes from the 
Treasury - manufacturers and dealers 
must find the balance. 

However, publicity has focused buyers on 
the chance of a new car and many current¬ 
ly running an older car through necessity or 
shrewdness, won’t spurn help upgrading to 
a modern replacement that should be 
cheaper to fuel and tax, with the bonus of 
being more environmentally-friendly. 

Those with market savvy will also know 
that further savings can be had if they twist 
the arms of dealers already stretched on the 
recession rack - check out offers elsewhere 
in our Scrappage special. 

The best deals are those on the 
small, economical cars; with tight margins, 
you would normally be hard-pressed to 
get three figures sum off a city car or 
supermini, so the prospect of a two grand 
and more discount must not be dismissed 
lightly. 

Trade sources had hoped for more 
Government help, but the motor industry’s 
SMMT mouthpiece has been upbeat offi¬ 
cially: “There has been a good response to 
the scheme ahead of the official start date 
and industry is confident that this will be 
translated into additional orders.” 

The dealers’ Retail Motor Industry 
Federation (RMIF) echoed this: “We are con-

fident that the scheme will provide a boost 
to the sector, and enable thousands of UK 
motorists to buy a new car.” 

However, the trade has been warned by 
HPI - which specialises in checking the 
provenance and insurance history of used 
cars - that criminals are expected to use or 
sell stolen V5 (logbook) documents to legit¬ 
imise some old cars in order to get the 
£2,000 pay-off. 


What’s the deal? 

• To qualify for the basic £2,000 discount

New generation 
needs a lifeline

A DESPERATE plea has gone out 
round the region for construction 
firms willing to take on appren¬ 
tices who risk losing their training 
if their original firm lays off work¬ 
ers or goes bust. 

In the South East, the Apprenticeship 
Matching Scheme (AMS), aimed at helping 
apprentices who face losing their jobs, now has 
more than 56 ‘at risk’ trainees on its books. 

While a regional team from 
ConstructionSkills, the sector skills council, 
has already helped seven of them to find new 
employment, rising numbers have prompted 
calls for about 22 additional businesses to offer 
lifelines. 

Apprentices in bricklaying, carpentry and 
joinery are the most affected in terms of dis¬ 
placed apprentices with shopfitting, scaffold¬ 


ing and tiling being the least affected trades. 

Robbie Beecher, apprenticeship manager for 
ConstructionSkills South East, said: “The 
severity of the downturn means the construc¬ 
tion industry faces many challenges and con¬ 
tinuing the development of the next genera¬ 
tion of workers is at the forefront of these. 

“More apprentices are at risk of being laid 
off, and to stem this tide we need more employ¬ 
ers who have the capacity to offer training 
opportunities to these young people. 

“If this doesn’t happen the construction sec¬ 


tor risks seeing the continuation of skills 
shortages that have plagued the industry 
since the last recession, caused by laying off 
experienced workers and reducing the num¬ 
ber of recruits.” 

The AMS was established with the 
Department for Innovation, Universities and 
Skills (DIUS) and the Learning and Skills 
Council (LSC) at the end of 2008, but is now 
entering a wider-scale operation. It offers a 
broad range of support services to help busi¬ 
nesses in the South East retain apprentices 


through the downturn, 
including mentoring for 
apprentices, advice for 
employers about other 
business support, and help 
with paperwork. 

To ease financial and 
administrative implica¬ 
tions of training an appren¬ 
tice and keep up opportuni¬ 
ties for completion, 

ConstructionSkills has also 
introduced training mod¬ 
els and is working with 
employers to explore 
options. To ensure contin¬ 
ued demand from construction firms for 
apprentices, ConstructionSkills is also work¬ 
ing with public sector bodies so they highlight 
the policy - granted by the Government in 
2008’s pre-Budget Review and included in 
new Office of Government Commerce procure¬ 
ment guidelines, which says firms that use 
apprentices can be prioritised for publicly 
funded projects.

A former member of Dover District 
Council, he is a Chamber of Commerce board 
member and a school governor. 

For more than 20 years he has been a financial 
advisor and he runs a family business, Regency 
Independent Financial Advisors, in Dover. Fie has 
clients from across Kent and as far away as 
Stoke-on-Trent. 

The secret of his success is simple. Barry 
recognised some time ago that customers wanted 
a different kind of relationship, one more open and 
transparent.

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TENANT demand across all sectors in the 
South East has followed the national trend 
and fallen in the first three months of this 
year, although the pace of decline has eased 
back, writes Tony Patey. 

So says the Royal Institution of Chartered Surveyors in 
its latest commercial property survey, but it reckons sur¬ 
veyors expect rental declines to accelerate on the back of 
a record increase in available floor space. 

The net balance of surveyors reporting a rise in avail¬ 
able floor space rose at the fastest pace in the survey’s 
history, as 65 per cent more reported a rise than a fall in 
available floor space, up from 57 per cent in the previous 
quarter. 

The ongoing contraction in the economy 
and the continuing rise in available floor 
space have weighed on surveyor expectations 
for the rental outlook. 

Surveyors are now more pessimistic than 
ever before with 80 per cent expecting a fall 
in rents. The value of inducements - a lead¬ 
ing indicator of future rental trends - rose at 
the fastest pace in the survey’s history as 
landlords continued to try to boost demand 
with incentives. 

Forty per cent more chartered surveyors 
reported a fall than a rise in occupier 
demand compared with 71 per cent in the last three 
months of 2008. 

All sectors remain firmly in negative territory for the 
sixth consecutive quarter but the pace of decline moder¬ 
ated from record lows. 

This improvement offers some hope that the dramatic 
easing in monetary policy and fiscal stimulus measures 
are providing some support to the commercial property 
market by lifting business confidence. 

The immediate outlook for lettings activity remains 
poor as the net balance of surveyors reporting new occu¬ 
pier inquiries remained in negative territory. 

However 38 per cent more chartered surveyors report¬ 
ed a fall than a rise in new inquiries for business space 
compared with 63 per cent in the last quarter - the least

negative reading in a year. The improving 
inquiry trend was most pronounced in the 
south. 

Peter Miller, RICS’ South East director, 
said: “Landlords are ramping up induce¬ 
ments as they attempt to secure a letting 
with sharply rising available space exerting 
greater downward pressure on rents. 

“While it is still too soon to point to an end 
in price falls, deal activity should be picking 
up by the end of the year as those with deep 
pockets move in. 

“Given the gloomy backdrop for the sector 
and expectation of further rises in vacant 
space, RICS is disappointed the Government 
failed to address the issue of empty property rates in the 
recent Budget. 

“This is encouraging the demolition of perfectly good 
buildings, discouraging speculative development and 
could result in more far-reaching problems when the 
economy starts to pick up again.” 

Stuart Jerden, from Person Gore in Ramsgate, said: 
“There are challenging market conditions which have 
impacted upon confidence and demand in all sectors.” 

And Roger Miller, from Michael Rogers in Tunbridge 
Wells, said: “Freehold demand remains very weak as a 
result of funding availability. 

“Rental demand is stronger but fragile. Investment 
demand depends on quality. Good quality will let. 
Investments remain in demand, albeit at higher yields.”

COMMERCIAL property markets 
have taken a hammering but they 
are far from dead, writes Tony 
Patey. 

Most of the speculative side may have been 
put on hold, yet activity is still going on and 
there are definite signs that the credit squeeze 
might just be starting to ease. 

Solid, well-established companies which 
were following long-term visions long before 
the recession have managed to weather the 
storm. Firms such as the Aylesford-based 
Gallagher Group, one of Kent’s largest con¬ 
struction and property businesses. 

It’s well-known for high-profile successful 
projects such as the £90 million Eclipse Park 
just north-east of Maidstone - still being 
worked on despite the downturn - but it’s also, 
for example, a leading provider of property- 
related services. 

It was started 40 years ago by chairman Pat 
Gallagher as a civil engineering and ground¬ 
works contractor, activities which still form

the core of the business, and it branched into 
property development, ‘design and build’ con¬ 
tracting, plant and quarrying. 

Chief executive Nick Yandle said: “We have 
always been in Kent, always will be, and 90 
per cent of our work is in Kent. This is a busi¬ 
ness model opposite to many other firms.” 

Over the years it has been associated with 


scores of county developments, among the lat¬ 
est being the transformation of an old chalk 
quarry in Northfleet, which included filling 
the pit with approximately 200,000 tonnes of 
single-source material from its quarry in 
Aylesford, ready for 50 homes. 

But it’s probably best known to regular 
county travellers for the Eclipse Park, just off 
the M20’s junction seven. 

Four of its large buildings are occupied and 
there is outline planning permission for anoth¬ 
er, and detailed permission for three more. 
There are plans for another two. 

Some big names are already in occupation, 
including ASB Law, accountancy firm DSH, 
Software of Excellence, Orbit South, DHA 
Planning, and Towergate Insurance, run by 
Peter Cullum, who is reckoned to be Kent’s 
richest man. 

In fact, it’s the site of Towergate’s headquar¬ 
ters, the nerve-centre for the firm’s more than 
3,800 staff across its 100 UK offices. Its interi¬ 
or has been designed to very high internation¬ 
al business specifications and has been gener¬ 
ally applauded as highly impressive. 


Paul Dyer, co-founder of Towergate, said: 
“The new HQ will give us room to expand. 
Plus, Maidstone is a commercial catchment 
area for readily available, skilled employees. 
This will be vital when we recruit new mem¬ 
bers of staff for our expanding business.” 

Gallagher is also a local producer and sup¬ 
plier of Kentish ragstone, aggregate and 
ready-mixed concrete, and it has supplied the 
aggregate materials for the construction of a 
giant wind turbine project at Little Cheyne 
Court, near Rye. 

The first of 26 turbines was moved by road 
last June to its new permanent location. 
Workers had been on site for months prepar¬ 
ing the concrete foundations, which were over 
100ft deep requiring more than 15,000 cubic 
metres of concrete. 

It also meant the removal of in excess of 
46,000 lorry loads of spoil from the area. This 
development project by NPower Renewables is 
intended to generate enough electricity to 
power more than 33,000 homes in the area 
and is the South East’s largest onshore wind 
farm.

CAXTONS’ Kent Thameside office in 
Gravesend has let a modem semi¬ 
detached unit on the Springhead 
Enterprise Park in Northfleet. 

The tenant of unit A4, Neutrik (UK), 
which manufactures professional 
audio connector products, has sub¬ 
let. Unit A4 has a first floor office, 
and has six allocated parking spaces. 
The property totals 5,868 sq ft, with 


the ground floor measuring 5,242 sq 
ft and the first floor office 626 sq ft.

IN HARD times, landlords 
and tenants need to find 
ways of just coping. 

Andrew Gough, partner and head 
of commercial property at law firm 
Furley Page, says it’s a question of 
give and take. 

He said: “A landlord won’t want to 
forfeit a lease and have an empty 
property if short-term measures can 
be negotiated to help a tenant 
through a difficult patch. 

“By the same token, a tenant with 
cashflow problems but confident of 
the long-term future of his business 
will be looking for flexibility if this 
helps. 

“If not confident, he will want to 
dispose of the property as quickly as 
possible.” 

Mr Gough suggests some options: 

• Negotiate payment of rent on a 
monthly basis rather than quarterly 
in advance. The British Retail 
Consortium first called for landlords 
to accept rents monthly back in 2006 
with the British Property Federation

supporting the move in 2008. The 
downside? It increases the adminis¬ 
trative burden for the landlord. 

• Rent suspension, where the tenant 
remains in possession of the proper¬ 
ty, clocking up the debt owed. 

The downside? If he becomes insol¬ 
vent and goes into administration 
the landlord may be an unsecured 
creditor for a much greater sum. 

He can’t sue for rent, send in the 
bailiffs or forfeit the lease without 
the administrators’ consent or a 
court order. 


• Assign the lease, which generally 
needs the landlord’s consent. From 
the tenant’s position, time may be of 
the essence so he should prepare any 
application with as much detail as 
possible. 

The landlord is required by statute 
to consider an application within a 
reasonable time and the tenant can 
sue the landlord for damages if he 
fails to do so or unreasonably refuses, 
or withholds, consent. If you decide 
on this option it is worth considering: 

1. Providing an information pack 
on the assignee’s financial ability. 
This needs to include a bank and 
trading reference, three-year 
accounts for an existing business and 
information on the business trading 
record 

2. If it’s a new business the 
assignee may have to bite the bullet 
and offer a guarantee or rent deposit. 
He must also provide bank refer¬ 
ences for the named guarantor. 

A landlord is not obliged to come 
back with a counter offer and a 
request for a guarantor if he feels the 
assignee is not of sufficient financial 
standing. Making the offer up front 
requires the landlord to make an 
immediate decision. 


3. Ensuring you can meet all the 
other lease preconditions before an 
assignment is permitted. 

• Underletting, if permitted. The 
same steps should be taken as for 
an assignment. The tenant who is 
sub-letting may want the comfort of 
a guarantor but this needn’t be 
offered to the head landlord. 

However, the underlease may 
have to comply with specific provi¬ 
sions such as the exclusion from 
security or tenure - or the stipula¬ 
tion that the rents are the same as 


the rent of the head lease. You will 
have to meet these provisions even 
if you think the landlord is being 
unreasonable requesting them. 

There are ways of getting round 
the requirement to underlet at the 
same rent as in the head lease but 
these have to be properly docu¬ 
mented and disclosed. 

The good news is that several 
landlords have announced they will 
waive the requirement as long as 
the rent is at least the level of the 
market rents at the time of letting.

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A few wise words from Catherine 


LANDLORDS should choose their words 
carefully. If a tenant asks for your con¬ 
sent, think twice before responding with 
phrases such as “in principle” and “sub¬ 
ject to licence”. 

The warning conies from Catherine 
Wolstencroft (pictured right), associate 
and specialist in commercial property 
law at legal firm Furley Page. 

She said: “Landlords should take care 
when dealing with any requests from ten¬ 
ants in order to avoid unintentionally 
giving consent when conditions remain 
to be fulfilled or formalities completed.” 

An example of how easy it is for words 
to be taken the wrong way, she said, was 
highlighted in the Court of Appeal case 
between Aubergine Enterprises and 


Lakewood International in 2002. The 
court ruled that letters sent to the tenant 
headed ‘subject to licence’ and containing 
conditions amounted to actual written 
consent. Since then, agents and advisors 
have tried to avoid falling into the same 
trap by expressly stating that any corre¬ 
spondence with the tenant doesn’t consti¬ 
tute actual consent. But the issue has 
raised its head again following the recent 
Chancery case of Alchemy Estates v 
Astor. 

She added: “A judge in the case made 
the point that even when coupled with 
the statement that ‘such consent will only 
be provided on the completion and deliv¬ 
ery of a formal licence executed as a 
deed’, the wording wouldn’t avoid the 


inadvertent granting of consent where it 
was expressed to be subject only to rea¬ 
sonable conditions. 

“Although this observation didn’t form 
part of the formal judgement in the case, 
it’s an indication of the way the court will 
approach such questions and will 
undoubtedly encourage a tenant deter¬ 
mined to press ahead with plans without 
a formal licence.”

NOT many quangos can point to 
such direct tangible results as

• A long-vacant site in Deal is to be finally 
developed by the duo after planning con¬ 
sent was received. 

The scheme involves the construction of a 
range of small business units adjacent to an 
existing estate, Minters Yard, in Southwall 
Road. 

• Mr Wilson has recently won a competitive 
tender process to acquire the one-acre for¬ 
mer Eddington Nursery in Heme Bay to 
develop a commercial property scheme. 

Canterbury council obtained consent for 
an office and industrial scheme on the site 
which is being developed by George Wilson 
Holdings and involves the development of 
26,000 sq ft of grade A office space of which 
75 per cent is now sold or let. 

It is expected the scheme will require a 
reconfigured planning consent and that ini¬ 
tial groundworks can begin this summer. 

Demand for units of about 1,000 sq ft sug¬ 
gests the scheme will be popular and defy 
the downturn. Up to 35 jobs will be created.

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‘Upturn is on the way’ 


POSITIVE interest is being shown by com¬ 
panies in snapping up accommodation on 
business parks - not only by those already 
established but also from new ventures says 
Tony Skelton, managing director of Stour 
Valley Estates.

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Drawing on his 30 years of experi¬ 
ence in business within east Kent, 
Mr Skelton (pictured right) predicts 
the recession will continue for the 
rest of this year but says an upturn 
in the market is on the way. 

Having worked through three 
recessions, he went on to say: “The 
current one is showing the sharpest 
decline so far. My view is that certain 
sections of the market still have a 


small amount to fall. Generally there 
is a lot more interest in obtaining 
accommodation by well-established 
businesses as well as those just start¬ 
ing up new ventures.” 

The Skelton family business start¬ 
ed with car showrooms in 
Canterbury and Ashford, which 
evolved into a property company 
which now owns three business 
parks - Stour Valley at Canterbury, 


CT3 Business Park at Aylesham, and 
Chilham Business Park, near 
Canterbury. 

Stour Valley is home to 15 small 
and large businesses including 
Wyevale Garden Centre, East Kent 
Audi, USA Hand Car Wash and the 
newly-opened warehouse for the 
Pilgrims Hospice. 

The purchase of land at Aylesham 
provided an opportunity to start 
developing a brownfield site. 

“We bought CT3 in 2000 and the 
site is now 70 per cent occupied and 
discussions are ongoing with pro¬ 
posed new tenants,” Mr Skelton said. 

One of the most recent occupiers at 
the Chilham park is the Carmichael 
Education Centre, a school for chil¬ 
dren with special needs. 


■ A MAJOR healthcare company has pinpointed 
Swanley for its South East distribution centre. 
Phoenix Healthcare Distribution, part of the pan- 
European Phoenix Pharmahandel Group and the 
Continent’s largest pharmaceutical distribution company, 
is moving to Akzo Nobel’s Unit 6 at Mark Way. 

It will form the firm’s base for its regional logistics oper¬ 
ation. The site comprises 20,637 sq ft and includes a 3,000 
sq ft of office/admin space near M25/M20 intersection. 

It has been let for a term of 15 years at an initial rent of 
£131,000 per annum. The 1960s warehouse is being fully 
refurbished for occupation. 

In the UK, Phoenix has 14 distribution centres. It also 
has a network of 500 pharmacies operating under the 
Rowlands Pharmacy banner.

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Kent on Sunday sport takes 
a look back at the county’s 
sporting action of yesteryear 



100 YEARS AGO - KENT’S Colin 
Blythe was clapped on to the field by 
16,000 Middlesex supporters at 
Lord’s, following his heroics in the 
previous Test with Australia, when he posted 
match figures of 11 for 102. 

Blythe confounded a correspondent to The 
Sportsman, who noted of his selection: “He is not a 
Test match player.” 

Blythe confessed to feeling overcome by the recep¬ 
tion, but his team-mates were unaffected and 
Middlesex were lucky to escape with a draw. 

Kent were 69 runs to the good after the first innings 
and batted well in the four and three-quarter hours 
they were allowed on a rain-affected Tuesday, setting 
the home side a daunting 463 to win. 

East Mailing’s Edward Humphreys made a century, 
but the elements spared Middlesex by washing out 
the final day. 


50 YEARS AGO - A belligerent crowd at 
the Bat & Ball ground in Gravesend 
slow-handclapped an unambitious 
Lancashire side, whose batting was 
described as “pathetic” by one correspondent. 

Lancashire were effectively batted out of the 
game by Colin Cowdrey, who made 198 in five-and- 
a-half hours. 

They made no effort to chase the target and Kent 
lacked the kind of incisive spin bowler need on a dry 
wicket. With the game dying on its feet, Cowdrey 
decided to entertain the spectators by bowling him¬ 
self from one end and wicket-keeper Godfrey Evans 
from the other. 

Both Cowdrey and Evans were poised for Test 
match call-ups likely to rule them out for up to eight 
weeks. 




25 YEARS AGO - GRAHAM Hurry was 
1984 the star of the show at the Grasstraek 
1304 Sidecar Association meeting at 
Colebridge Farm in Egerton, taking two 
wins in the 500 cc class. 

Darren Bishop of Maidstone took the 250 class. 

Kent were left to count the cost of a rash of post¬ 
ponements and poor attendances. A lower than 
expected crowd for the opening fixture of the season 
with Essex didn’t help and the county then had to 
contend with the loss of a John Player League game 
with Surrey and a rain-affected bank holiday, when 
Hampshire were the scheduled opponents. 

Losses were calculated at £10,000.

BORN in the Two Brewers pub in 
Yalding in 1946, David Sadler, 
Kent’s most decorated footballer, 
literally stood out from his con¬ 
temporaries. 

A 6ft teenager, his prolific scoring record 
for Maidstone earned him a 
move to Manchester United 
at the age of just 17. 

“Inititially I went there as a 
centre forward,” he told Kent 
on Sunday.” But I think at the 
very top level, at centre for¬ 
ward at least, I was found 
wanting.” 

He was converted into a 
midfielder, but his scoring 
instincts proved crucial when 
he equalised during the 
1968 European Cup semi¬ 
final against Real Madrid. 

Silenced 

“In the first half we got 
what can only be described 
as a bit of a hiding - we were 3-1 down, but 
it felt as if it was 6-1. 

“I just followed in, got a touch on the ball 
and as I carried on, the run took me past the 
goal and behind the back,” he said, having 
silenced the stadium. 

“Depending on which book you read there 
was anything between 125,000 and 145,000 
people there and it was as if someone had 
just switched a radio off. 

“I was thinking ‘what’s all the fuss about’. 
That put us level on the tie and Bill Foulkes 
of all people got the winner.” 

Forty one years on, his memories of the 
4-1 win against Benfica in the final at 
Wembley are equally vivid. 

“The game was going pretty much our way,” 
he said. “I’ve seen it since and it was a pretty 
good final, but I personally recall a couple of

things. I crossed and Bobby 
[Charlton] scored, which was 
a fairly rare event in itself.” 

But with 15 minutes left Eusebio 
equalised and a heart-stopping moment 
followed: “Eusebio was through on goal on 
his own and Alex Stepney made the save. If 
that had gone in it’s unlikely we’d have got 
back into it.” 

Instead, the game went to extra time and 
Sadler’s confidence in his team-mates was 
vindicated when George Best, Charlton and 
Brian Kidd made it 4-1. 

Sadler went on to have successful careers 
both in and outside football, but freely admits: 
“I’ve lived off the final ever since.” And he 
realises it could have been very different. 

“I’ve watched the game since and I should 
have scored,” he admits. “But I always say 
it’s just as well I didn’t as we wouldn’t have 
had that exciting period of extra time.”

County players

KENT may have produced enough top- 
class cricketers to fill a regiment, but 
its record of churning out footballers is 
less impressive. 

There are, however, exceptions and 
aside from David Sadler, two Kent-born 
players have appeared in European Cup or 
Champions League semi-finals. 

Dartford’s Glen Johnson appeared for 
Chelsea in the second leg of their 5-3 
aggregate defeat to Monaco in 2004, a 
game the Blues drew 2-2. 

Gary Pallister, who sounds like a native 
Smoggie from Middlesbrough but was in 
fact born in Ramsgate, was part of the 
Manchester United side that lost 2-0 on 
aggregate to Borussia Dortmund in 1997. 

Jon Harley, from Allington in Maidstone 
made one Champions League appear¬ 
ance, in the Stade Velodrome back in 2000, 
ending up on the losing side as Chelsea 
were beaten 1 -0 by Olympique Marseille in 
the second group stage. 

Ron Saunders was from Birkenhead, but 
spent four seasons banging in the goals for 
Tonbridge Angels during his playing days. 

Saunders was the architect of the Aston 
Villa side that won the 1982 European Cup. 

The loosest connection of all is perhaps 
that of Spanish Real Madrid star Michel 
Salgado, whose fluent English is even 
more remarkable given that he once 
attended a language school in Margate. 

In an interview with the Independent in 
2004, Salgado said: “I loved it. I stayed 
with a family. It was a completely new 
experience. The man of the house was a 
typically English bloke. He had a party 
once at the house and I’ve never seen 
people drink so much beer in my life.” 
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It’s 25 years since since the failure one of the county^ great sporting 
experiments - an attempt to introduce professional rugby league to 
the Garden of England. Fred Atkins looks at the story of Kent Invicta

YOU couldn’t fault the men 
behind Kent Invicta for ambition. 
For their first game, in Division 
Two of the Rugby League, at the 
start of the 1983/94 season, the 
driving force behind the club, 
Paul Faires, a missionary for the 
13-man code decided to print 
10,000 programmes. 

In one fell swoop, Faires expected to create 
a sporting institution bigger than both 
Gillingham FC and Kent County Cricket 
Club combined, with two and a half cen¬ 
turies of tradition between them. 

He confidently predicted 8,000 fans would 
watch Invicta’s first-ever game, against 
Cardiff at the Athletic Ground in Maidstone, 
and assumed not only would everyone pres¬ 
ent buy a programme, but also that these 
items would become collectable. 

‘We had them coming out of our ears,” 
remembers club official Peter Milbank. “He 
[Faires] was so evangelical. I took boxes of them 
home and tried to swap a few when we went to 
away games, but they weren’t collectors’ items. 
We ended up dumping loads of them.” 

Hole 

A crowd of 1,815 turned up to watch Invicta 
lose their first ever game, 32-12 and you did¬ 
n’t need to be ‘Sirralan’ Sugar to work out 
this left a gigantic hole in the business plan. 

During the early 80s, rugby league was on 
a mission to expand the game beyond its 
heartland in the north. 

A professional team was launched in 
Fulham with reasonable success, so Kent 
was seen as a viable market, especially with 
union then still an amateur game. 

Yet in hindsight, Invicta were doomed 
before they kicked a ball. The game wasn’t 
even played recreationally in the south 
east - a team called the Bexleyheath 
Lions formed in 1982, but played only 
friendlies - and Kent simply didn’t sup¬ 
port spectator sports in the way Yorkshire 
and Lancashire did. 

Pulling more than 1,800 people to a game 
of rugby league wasn’t that bad - only 
Gillingham would have got a bigger crowd in 
the county that weekend and it dwarfed the 
crowds seen at union matches. 

But Faires publicly stated he was “appalled 
at the people of Kent”, an emotional reaction 
perhaps, but one not likely to earn him sym¬ 
pathy from a sceptical public, who may have 
deduced that any sport so beloved of profes¬ 
sional northerners like Colin Welland and 
Michael Parkinson must have had something 
intrinsically wrong with it. 

As a team Invicta were more than 
respectable, but this was part of the problem. 
In creating a team able to compete in the sec¬ 


ond tier of the game, they invested heavily in 
experienced northern-based players, plus a 
couple of promising Kiwis who went on to 
become full internationals. 

They were billeted in hotel accomodation 
at unsustainable expense and within three 
months the club was bankrupt and Faires 
was gone. 

The money run out and a succession of 
directors came and left until Maidstone 
United chairman Jim Thompson took control. 

They somehow survived the campaign 
and remarkably winger Frank Feighan won 
the BBC’s try-of-the-season award, for a 
miraculous effort in a televised cup tie with 
Castleford. 

But after that fleeting success, crowds 
dwindled again to around the 400 mark. 

“The Castleford game was the last throw of 
the dice,” said Milbank. “BBC Sportsnight 
did a feature and we got quite a lot of public¬ 
ity, but again only 1,643 turned up.” 

After the season’s conclusion, 25 years ago 


this week, it was announced Invicta would 
move to Southend. 

The switch was never adequately explained 
- gates at Roots Hall were even worse than 
they were in Maidstone, with crowds some¬ 
times dipping into double figures. 

It was a short journey from Essex to 
oblivion - after one season Southend 
Invicta folded and professional rugby 
league hasn’t been seen in either Kent or 
Essex since, although Invicta did prove a 
fertile ground for players, most memorably 
Mark Elia, who went on to play for St 
Helens and New Zealand. 

The game is experiencing a mini-revival, 
with both the Medway Dragons and the Kent 
Ravens playing at a decent amateur stan¬ 
dard. 

But a revived professional scene seems 
unlikely.

Fears budget 
cut will fuel 
Fleet exodus 

A NUMBER of players could be on their way 
out of Ebbsfleet United after a heavily reduced 
playing budget was ratified by the club’s web¬ 
site owners this week. 

The Blue Square Premier League club 
announced earlier this month they would be 
forced to reduce their budget for next season, 
after only 10,000 of the MyFc owners renewed 
their £35 subscriptions in February. 

The club held a five-day vote, which ended 
on Tuesday, with almost 60 per cent voting in 
favour of a draft playing budget of £5,000 - 
half the amount of last season. 

Chairman John Moules believes many Fleet 
players will be looking elsewhere to play their 
football with the club only able to offer 43- 
week contracts. 

Out of contract Fleet boss, Liam Daish, 
is also yet to be offered a new deal and is 
in talks with the playing squad about 
their future. 

Moules told Kent on Sunday: “I think the 
choice which has been voted for is the correct 
one. There is not an awful lot of room for 
movement in the budget at the moment. 

“Most of the players are back from holiday 
and Liam will be talking to them about their 
future. With changes to the budget, I would 
imagine a number of players will be looking at 
clubs elsewhere as they were previously on 
52-week contracts.” 

Only goalkeeper Lance Cronin, Darius 
Charles, Michael Gash, Steven Springett and 
Michael West are on contract at the club for 
next season. 

The first departure from Stonebridge Road 
is midfielder Danny Slatter, who has joined 
Ryman Premier League side Billericay Town.

Conway to join UK 
Indy 500 legends 

MIKE Conway will belong alongside a group 
of elite British drivers that includes Nigel 
Mansell, Graham Hill and Jim Clark this after¬ 
noon as he embarks on the famous Indy 500. 

Only a handful of Brits have competed in one 
of motor racing’s most famous and gruelling 
events and the Sevenoaks racer is the latest to 
experience the notorious ‘brickyard’. 

The 500-mile race, which takes place on a 
two-and-a-half mile oval circuit at the 
Indianapolis Motor Speedway, is one of the old¬ 
est events on the motorsport calendar. 

This evening will see the 93rd running of the 
event, which regularly attracts crowds in 
excess of 400,000. In the past the likes of 
Clark, Hill and former Formula One world 
champion Jacques Villenueve have all tasted 
victory in the race, which will see drivers com¬ 
plete 200 laps of the oval. 

For Conway, the event has produced mixed 
emotions already, even though the green lights 
are yet to shine. The 24-year-old’s Indy dreams 
were in doubt last week after a high speed 
accident in practice saw him rushed to hospi¬ 
tal where he suffered bruised lungs and con¬ 
cussion. 

Despite the crash at 200mph, he was able to 
take part in qualifying last weekend, where he 
secured 27th spot on the 33-car grid. 

He told Kent on Sunday: “I have only driven 
around the place when the stands have been 
empty so come race day it will be awesome. I 
have only experienced driving qualifying laps 
so racing in traffic with around 30 cars will be 
something that will live long in my memory.” 

In a bid to achieve the best finish possible, 
Conway has enlisted the help of former 
Formula One driver Eddie Cheever and 
Indycar legend A1 Unser Junior. 

The pair have won the prestigious Indy 500 
and know every inch of the circuit after com¬ 
peting in 34 races between them.

AFTER impressing on the European stage, 
Liam Doran (pictured) is bidding to regain 
the lead in the British Rallycross 
Championship with victory at home circuit 
Lydden Hill on Bank Holiday Monday.

Tour tees up free entry 
to see European Open 

Crowds set to follow Dalv and co at the London Club

A WORLD-class field is set to 
attract more than 100,000 golf 
fans as the European Open 
returns to Kent this week. 

Golf fans have enthusiastically embraced 
a European Tour scheme to give away free 
tickets for all four days of the £1.8 million 
tournament at the London Golf Club, near 
Ash. It is the first time the offer has been 
used for the whole tournament in Europe 
and about 80,000 had applied before 
Thursday’s deadline. 

Galleries are expected to exceed 100,000, 
double the overall figure for last year. 

Heath Harvey, general manager at the 
London Club, told Kent on Sunday it was a 
rare chance to see elite sport for free. 

“With no entry fee it is a tournament for 
the people, no one has to pay to come and 
see the golf,” he said. “It’s a lovely opportuni¬ 
ty for golf enthusiasts to come and see some 
of the best players in the world competing 
on an amazing course in the heart of Kent. 

“If we could double spectator numbers from 
last year it would be great for the county in 
terms of hosting an event of that calibre.” 

The club was praised by players and spec¬ 
tators after last year’s event, which was their 
first on the main Tour. Sergio Garcia, Colin 
Montgomerie and Michael Campbell were 
among the stars in 2008, but if anything the 
field for this year’s edition is even stronger. 

The most eyecatching addition to the field 
is John Daly, who is certain to draw large 
galleries when the tournament begins on 
Thursday. 

The 1995 Open champion is playing in 
Europe while he is serving a six-month ban 
from the PGA Tour for a series of indiscre¬ 
tions. It expires next month but North 
America’s loss is very much Kent’s gain. 

Despite a chequered career, the 43-year- 
old has always been one of the sport’s most 
popular players. The ‘Daly effect’ appears to 
be as strong as ever, as Harvey testifies. 

“From the moment it was announced 
we’ve seen a surge in interest. He’s one of 
those people everyone can relate to, there’s 
something lovable about him and he’s a 
wonderfully natural ball striker. It’s exciting 
to have a character of that size playing.”

K0S L0WD0WN: With a similar career path to Vijay 

Singh, Cabrera’s game is getting better as he gets

Stones’ shares sold off 


MAIDSTONE United chairman Paul 
Bowden-Brown has sold a percentage of 
shares in the club to an unnamed investor 
and has confirmed that two directors have 
resigned.

KENT are hoping to recall all-rounder 
Ryan McLaren from the Indian 
Premier League (IPL) to bolster their 
ranks after the departure of overseas 
star Wayne Parnell. 

McLaren was signed by the Mumbai Indians to 
play in the lucrative IPL Twenty20 event that 
started on April 18, but as yet, the South African is 
yet to feature in the competition. 

The 26-year-old is due to return to the county at 
the end of next week, but Kent are hopeful of doing 
a deal with his IPL franchise over the course of this 
weekend that will see the South African Kolpaker 
return to Canterbury early. 

Rob Key’s side are eager for the all-rounder to be 
part of their Twenty20 campaign 
that starts on Bank Holiday 
Monday with the visit to 
_ Canterbury of old adversaries, the 
I Essex Eagles. 

.k Club chairman, George Kennedy, told 
' ] Kent on Sunday the county were hoping 
to speak to the Mumbai Indians so that 
McLaren can play for the county in all 
four Twenty20 games scheduled for this week. 

'We’re hoping to get Ryan McLaren back early but 
we won’t know until this weekend. We are asking 
his team to release him, as they hold his contract. 

“He hasn’t played for them at all, which is frus¬ 
trating for the player and we are desperate for him 
to join up with our squad. We have four games next 
week and we would like to have him back to play 
in those.” 

Visa problems 

The Kent Spitfires, who won the Twenty20 Cup in 
2007 and lost in last year’s dramatic final against 
the Middlesex Crusaders, will be light in numbers 
for this year’s competition after overseas interna¬ 
tional Wayne Parnell’s contract ended in the week 
as he meets up with the Proteas ahead of the World 
Twenty20 that begins on June 1. 

Skipper Rob Key also departs on Saturday to join 
up with England and although the county were hope- 
fill of bringing in an overseas player to cover the 
domestic Twenty20, it now looks as the Spitfires will 
have to use their squad to get through. 

Kennedy said: “With the Twenty20 starting 
tomorrow, it’s extremely unlikely we will get an 
overseas player in as everyone is pretty much 
signed up for the World Twenty20.” 

Parnell hopes to return to Canterbury when the 
World T20 ends on June 21, which would mean he 
is available for the end of Kent’s Twenty20 cam¬ 
paign, the Pro40 and the remainder of the County 
Championship. 

Kennedy added: “We are interested in bringing 
him back but we don’t want to go through the visa 
problem again. We would have to be pretty sure he 
can come straight back and we will speak to him 
about that after the World Twenty20.”
